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THE NEUTRALITY 
OF CHINA. 


20th February. 

Ir is some three months since 
we stated in this column that in 
the event of war breaking out 
after all between Russia and Japan, 
every effort would be made by 
the leading Great Powers to per- 
suade China to adopt an attitude of 
strict neutrality. Nothing is of more 
conseqnence to the Powers generally 
than that the war should be con- 
fined to the two protagonists and the 
countries that separate them, Man- 
churia and Corea, There seems very 
little likelihood of Russia’s being 
able, if she had any such intention, 
to attack Japanese territory; and the 
only place on Russian territory that 
Japan is likely to attack is Vladivo- 
stock, which will probably fall a 
comparatively easy prey whenever 
Japan turns her attention to it, if 
the condition of things there is any- 
thing like the condition at Port 
‘Arthur, Russia, we learn, has agreed 
in principle to recognise the nen- 
trality of China, and Japan will do 
the same if Russia keeps her agree- 
ment, Unfortunately, when Russia 
agrees to a thing in principle, it 
seems to mean that she limits her 
consent to the principle and does not 
extend it to particular cases. In 
Keeping her man-of-war, the Mand- 
jour in Shanghai, she is violating 
the ,neutrality of China, and is givin 
Japan justification for doing the same 
thing. If China is not strong en- 
ough to enforce the neutrality which 
she has been persuaded by the 
majority of the Great Powers to 
adopt, she should be assisted to do it 
by an international force. If the 
Mandjour is not prepared to go to 
sea, and no one would want to send 
her out to certain capture, she should 
at any rate be disarmed. At present, 
Russia is not “playing the game” 
here. 

To patriotic Chinese, and there 
are many of them, who are really 
acquainted with the question now at 


issue, the position which China is) 


being forced to assume must be very 
irksome. If Switzerland were to go 
to war with Germany in the hope of| 
making the latter Power evacuate 
‘Alsace and Lorraine to France, and 
were to insist on France remaining 
neutral during the struggle, we 
should have a sort of reproduction of 
the present situation in the Far 
East, While it is, of course, of the 
greatest importance to Japan to 
prevent Russia from annexing Man- 
churia, which would be only a step 
towards the absorption of Corea, 
which in its turn would be a fatal 
blow to the independence of Japan, 
the result of Japan's efforts, her will- 





ing sacrifice of men and money, will 
be to restore to China the provinces 
which she allowed Russia to filch 
from her, Russia did not conquer 
Manchuria by fair fighting as Ger- 
many did the two Rhine provinces 
from France. Rather is Russia like 
Hamlet’s uncle, 

“That from a shelf the precious 

diadem stole, 

And put it in his ppcket.” 

It certainly does not consort with 
the dignity of China aud her old-time 
military prowess that Japan should 
fight her battles for her, and that her 
friends should get round her and 
prevent her even assisting her former 
enemy who has now become her best 
friend. China has been working hard 
since 1900 to remodel and drill and 
re-arm her troops. She has one or 
two statesmen with knowledge of the 
modern world and widening views 
and is believed to have one or two 
Generals who have made some study 
of the arts of war, She is wel! 
supplied with arms and ammunition, 
and if she were go to war now, 
the disgraceful collapse which mark- 
ed her struggles with France and 
Japan would probably not be re- 
peated. The Chinese who - know 
this must undoubtedly be chafing at 
the restraint {which her friends are 
putting upon her. It must seem to 
them strange that thesefriends should 
say to her that they recognise that 
Manchuria is a part of China, that 
they recognise that China must 
remain neutral, and must enforce on 
the belligerents a respect for her 
neutrality, but that at the same 
time she must not take up arms to 
enforee her neutrality in Manchuria, 
as Prince Su is said to have re- 
commended. Meanwhile, by not en- 
forcing her neutrality at Shanghai, 
where the Taotai is waiting on the 
Viceroy, and the Viceroy cannot 
make up his mind to act, she is en- 
dangering her own future, and the 
safety of the strangers in her gates. 

Irksome as the restraint imposed 
on China must be to the patriotic 
Chinese, it is doubtless a chain which 
the Empress-Dowager will hug, and 
it is one which China does well to 
accept. ‘lo declare war against 
Russia in conjunction with Japan 
would be to give Russia the right to 
invade her in Mongolia and all along 
her north-western frontier, and it is 
certain that she is not strong enough 
yet to repel the attacks that would be 
made on her integrity in the West. It 
has been a good excuse for Russia, an 
excuse which has enabled her to throw 
dust in the eyes of many worthy 
people in Europe, to say that her 
only anxiety has been to secure an 
ice-free outlet to the Pacific, while 
her rea! object has been, and 
doubtless still is, to add to her 
Asiatic dominions the whole of, 
Northern China and the whole of 
Central Asia down to, and hereafter 
including, Tibet, and the Himalayas. 





Tf China were to declare war against 
Russia, as we have said, Russia would 
have warrant to push on southward 
from Siberia and exstward from the 
Khanates of Central Asia; she can 
hardly do this openly, unscrupulous 
as her proconsuls may be, as long as 
China remains neutral, On the 
whole, therefore, the assistance of 
China now, as the statesmen at Tokio 
know, would increase instead of 
lightening Japan's work of re- 
establishing China’s independence in 
the future, and the first consequence 
of China’s taking a hand in the 
struggle would undoubtedly be the 
dispatch of a Russian force to Peking, 
for which Russia is eagerly looking 
for a pretext. 





WAR NOTES. 


22nd February. 
‘THe Japanese cruiser Akitsushima 
has come to Woosung to assist the 
Chine-e authorities here in enforcing 
the declaration of neutrality made 
by the Chinese Government. In 
saying that the Mandjour is not 
“playing the game” as long as she 
remains here armed and ready for 
sea, we did not mean to imply the 
slightest reproach to Captain Crown 
or his officers. It is unterstood that 
Captain Crown is acting under the 
instructions of the Minister of the 
Navy at St. Petersburg, that the 
Mandjour is to remain here until 
further orders, and these instructions 
he is bound to obey, unless under 
the stress of force majeure. In 
this Russia is imposing on the 
weakness of China ; it is quite certain 
that if the Mandjour had been at 
Hongkong or ‘I'singtao under similar. 
circumstances, she would not have 
treated the order given her by the 
authorities at those ports as she 
has treated the Taotai’s order here. 
After a long conference with the 
Japanese Consil-General, the Taotai 
here ordered the Mandjour to 
leave within twenty-four hours from 
5 pan. on Saturday, ‘The Russian 
Consul-General asked for an exten- 
sion of time, but in vain; and it is 
now believed that one or more vessels 
of the Chinese Peiyang squadron 
may be expected from Kiangyin to 
see that the Taotai’s order is obeyed 
Iu seems hard measure to send the 
Mandjour out to what is represented 
as being certain capture or destruc- 
tion, and those who know Captain 
Crown and his officers will certainly 
hope that he will succeed in evading 
these eventualities; but the blame 
lies with the Viceroy at Port Arthur, 
who left the Mandjour here and the 
Varyagand Corectz at Chemulpo. It 
is not merely a desire to add to the 
laurels which the Japanese Admirals 
have gathered already that has 
inspired the Japanese Consul-General 
to demand that the Mandjour be 





sent away or disarmed, There is a 
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large Japanese colony here and a 
large number of other people 
having dealings with Japan, who are 
suffering great inconvenience and 
actual loss by the withdrawal of the 
Japanese steamers heretofore running 
Detween Japan and China. The 
Japanese mail lines are quite ready 
to resume their services as soon as 
the Mandjour is out of the way, and 
the Japanese are within their legal 
right in demanding her being sent 
away. As to the Captain and officers 
of the Mandjour, they are far too 
good sailors not to welcome the order 
to.go to sea, with twenty-four hours’ 
start of the Akitsushima 
Some time before wir broke out, 
we indicated that the Japanese pro- 
gramme was, first, 19 obtain the com- 
mand of the sea, and then to proceed 
. With operations on land. The first 
part of the programme has been per- 
formed ; for however much Russians 
and their sympathisers here may 
strive to minimise the successes Ja- 
pan has obtained on the water, it is 
ite certain that the Czar and his 
Ministers at St. Petersburg are under 
no illusions on the subject. The pre- 
sent lull indicates that the curtain 
has not yet been raised for the 
second part ofthe programme. Armies 
cannot move with the rapidity of 
fleets; while the latter can make 
easily fifteen miles an hour, the 
former cannot make fifteen miles a 
day. It will probably be three 
weeks or a month before any serious 
land action is fought. If Russia 
carries out the intention the “ Times” 
aseribes to her, and retires beyond 
the Amur, her legitimate boundary, 
leaving Port Arthur and Vlad 
stock to their fat>, there may be very 
little land fighting after all. The 
object of the Japanese, which is to 
make Russia evacuate Manchurii 
will have been gained. Manchuria 
will then be handed back by Japan 
to China, with whom Russia will have 
to go to war if she wants to recover 
it, and then it will be for China to 
call upon Japan, Great Britain, and 
the United States, and other fri 
Powers, to assist her in mait 
her independence and integri 
this 1s so simple, and Russia ‘has 
such a tremendous sum at stake in 
Manchuria, that the forecast of the 
“Times” is hardly credible, and 
it is. more likely ‘that there will 
be some very severe fighting with 
varying success before the Russian 
evacuation of Manchuria is enforced. 
It is needless to remark that 
Russia's loss of the command of the 
sea is a very serious matter for her. 
It is doubtful whether the single line 
of railway she possesses can do much 
more than carry the necessary sup- 
plies for her existing forces in Man- 
churia. ‘To keep up these supplies 
and bring in reinforcements, and the 
supplies that these reinforcements 
will require from day to day, will tax 
the trans-Siberian line very 
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now that Russia can import practi- 
cally nothing by sea. ‘The return to 
Russia of the squadron that was 
being collected at Djibutil is a 
terrible confession of weakness. 

Reuter's telegram of yesterday 
tells us that the Russian official 
statement formally charges Japan 
with the viola'ion of international 
law, by making a series of revolting 
attacks before declaring war. There 
is a want of dignity, of which we did 
not expect Russia to be guilty, about 
a public complaint of this kind. Rus- 
sia has only herself to b'ame if she 
did not believe that Japan was in 
earnest. ‘The question of the neces- 
sity fora formal declaration of war 
as a precedent to hostilities we have 
alrendy discussed; but it may very 
well be doubted whether ifJapan had 
waited to formally declare war, the 
Russians would have been any better 
prepared than they were. We may 
again recall that an “ Ostasiatische 
Lioyd” telegram was issued here on 
the 9th, stating that “the comman- 
ders of the Russian men-of-war have 
been informed by the St. Petersburg 
Government that they have to con- 
sider themselves to be in a state of 
war with Japan.” If Viceroy Alexeieff’ 
and his officers disregarded or made 
light off all the warnings they re- 
ceived, and suffered accordingly, they 
do not improve their position by re- 
presenting themselves as the victims 
of treachery. 

One of the Reuter telegrams that 
we published on Saturday said that 
the Japanese now believe that the 
Russian man-of-war torpedoed on the 
14th was the Boyarin. A telegram 
that we publish this morning states 
on the authority of a Tientsin dis- 
patch, that the Boyarin was wrecked 
in a storm while on her way to 
relay the mines at Dalny. Was the 
Boyarin torpedoed and then wrecked, 
or wrecked and then torpedoed?

tively easy. Japan has enormous 
recuperative power. Her nchieve- 
mentsduring the past half-century are 
absolutely without parallel in history, 
and, though a iong struggle will try 
her severeiy, we look confidently for 
her emergence therefrom stronger, 
more self-reliant if that be possible, 
and yet more serious than she has ever 
been. Jupan has astonished the world 
twice already, once in 1894-5 when 
she demonstrated her superiority 
to China, and again in 1900 when 
she showed to such advantage in 
Pechih. Her dramatic success at 
Port Arthur the other day has paveil 
the way to still further triumphs, and 
if the news be true that Russia. pro- 
poses to let Port Arthur stand or fall 
as best it may while she concentrates 
at Harbin, the second great blow to 
her prestige is about to fall. 

It has been recognised both in 
England and America that Japan is 





That being so, 
to see that she does not lack the 
sinews of war. Special envoys have 
already been dispatched +o the two 
English-speaking Powers, and it may 
be that one of their main objects is 
financial. It would be as foolish »s 
it would be unjust were England and 
America to turn a deaf ear to such 
negotiation. A hundred years ago 
we were battling in favour of civil- 
isation, and one of our most effective 
measures was the subsidising of Con- 
tinental armies against Napoleon on 
land whilst we drove him off the sea 
with our own ships. The retire- 
ment of Russia, supposing it to take 
place, will be for the double purpose 
of avoiding another crushing defeat 
at the outset, and the wearing out of 
her opponent by a prolougel war. 
It will be quite -asy for the English- 
speaking peoples to checkmate this 
lust move, and if they are wise, they 
will.

In front of 
the procession was paraded a great tablet 
bearing the inscription 3% HLF ZE, 
in its connection in St. John 1. 1. mean- 
ing: the word was with God.” but taken 
by’ itself, “the word and God are here.” 
‘This tablet bore the names of the elders:

Surveying Tibet, 

the story of a secret service, is an 
article in the “ Herald” just to hand. It 
has a special interests to mo, as my first 
four years of missionary work was on the 
Indo-Tibetan border, with Tibet as my 
objective. In Darjeling I lived half a 
year in the house of one of these secret 
service men. In memory of his two visits 
to Lhasa, “the Seat of the Gods,” he 
had named his house Lhasa Villa.’ The 
gentleman was a Bengali Baboo, named 
Sarat Chandra Das (servant of the sun 
and moon). He had entered Tibet as 
Buddhist devotee. Being dressed in 
‘Tibetan clothes, and having a perfect con- 
trol of the ‘Tibetan language, and bear- 
ing with him recommendation to the 
head lamasseries on the road, from 
the high-priest of all Buddhists on 
the Indian side of the ‘Tibetan frontier, 
Sherab-Gyamtso, whoso temple was at 
Ghoom,and who when an octogenarian, as- 
sisted me in my studies of the Tibetan 
language. Mr. Das’ first trip yas a 
great success, and he spent three thonths 
in Lhassa. That was ate in the 70's. Some 
years later he made a second visit. His 
Purpose was detected, and though he 
managed by a hasty flight to make his 
escape into Sikkim, all those who had in 
any way abetted his journey were taki 
with their whole households, including 
servants, and relentlessly slaughtered. Ho 
told me himself, that thus perished near- 
ly three hundred souls, among them 
priests and officials of different grados.

It is well known that the Court has been 
removing many of the valuables in tho 
palace for some time past. Whero they 
have been taken to, no one seems to 
know. Also messengers have been sent 
out on the roads to both Heian and 
K‘aiféng to see that the Hsing Kungs 
or Travelling Palaces are in order in 
case of a sudden move. These move- 
ments have caused considerable un- 
easiness.

TENGCHOUFU, 
SHANTUNG. 
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12th February. 
‘The March of Education. 

So quietly does our daily life pass in 
this little promontory city that we hardly 
roalise that in matters of conservativo 
educational reform we aro really amon; 
those who are advancing. We woul 
hardly call this an educational centre, as 
these terms are usually defined, but con- 
sidoring the size of ‘the city (perhaps 
30,000) we may safely say, were we a 
larger city and had schools in proportion, 
such termis might be justly applied to us. 
In addition to Tengchou College and its 
preparatory department, there ure two 
girls’ boarding schools, and a goodly 
number of flourishing day schools scat- 
tered throughout the city. But at the 
present time Ihave mainly in mind the 
two flourishing Government schools. 
Few cities have been more fortunate in 
securing officials who, while in 
with Chinese ideas, are at the 
intonsely interested in Western Studies, 
and who with marked ability are able 
to put their interest into action. Under 
the patronage of these ofticials two schools 
have been established, one middle school 
and one preparatory, with a present at- 
tendance of about forty pupils each. Tho 
middle school was opened over a year ago 
and the preparatory school this last 
autumn, and in both cases they were 
able to secure teachers who had extended 
experience in Tengchow College and who 
were originally graduates of that institu- 
tion, Other cities in the Province have 
made a beginning in educational work, 
but few, perhaps one or two outside of, 
Chinanfa, have two schools and we have 
reason to believe that few, if any, 
have such high grades and such 
strict and intelligent supervision. We 
hear of other cities in the Province 
where attempts have been made to start 
schools, but as soon as it was found that 
personal financial interests were not to 
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advance faded away. It is to be regretted 
that in these schools, as in all Govern- 
ment Schools so far as we have been able 
to observe, the willing attendance: of 
students is conditioned on receiving a | 
monthly stipend. ‘This will probably 

continue as long as the present policy of 

those in higher authority continues. Let 
it once be known that western topics will 
without doubt aid in securing a degree 
and the students, without the drawin 

power of a monthly allowance, woul

The Russian Peril. 

Rumours of war constantly reach us 
and naturally awaken all manner of 
speculations as to what will happen to 
this partioular spot if war breaks out, and 
in general what will be the outcome of 
such a conflict to the world. To the 
hative the first thought is thet war 
frill cut off tho supply of Manchurian 
grain, and food stuffs, already doubled 
fh price from a few years ago, 
will till increase to the point of 
Causing intense suffering. Hundreds 
of Shantung men are now in Man- 
Churia, In tho event of war these will 
flock back, possibly bearing such tales 
‘as will arouse the populace and thus 
‘ye living uncomfortable for those of an 
‘on race. ‘To the student of the larger 
meaning of the conflict and its effect on the 
world’s civilisation, the nightmare of & 
U'Yellow Peril” seams to grow less and 
loss, while the possibility of a Russian 
victory makes more evident what 
N'Russian Peril” might be. It is hard 
for some intelligent Chinamen whom we 
have met to understand how some of tho 
‘Western nati so little in aympathy 
with Ri western, 
and European? For oursel 
a Japanese victory with a Japaneso- 
trained China rather than Russian 
success followed by the training of the 
forces of China to aid in conquests to, the 
West and South of the land of the Bear. 
Under Japaneso leadership, and the good 
offices of other mercantile nations, China 
fa the next twenty years might. be 
brought to sympathise with the spirit of 
the West, and thus the Yellow Peril 
would fade away. 
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An Unusual Visitor 
js at this city to-day in the person of | 
Mr. John G. Meyers of Merida, Mexico, 
who represents the hemp industry of 
Yucatan. 

‘Mr. Meyers is seeking advice and in- 
“formation Telative to the best available 
Chinese labour for his large plantation s. 
He has already made some experimen ts 
with coolie labour from Fukien and Can- 








‘the abnormal conditions attendant upon 
men emigrating to Yucatan without their 
families. This, of course, is the invariable : 
habit of Chinese in removing to a new | 
snvironment. The men go first and “look | 
ee,” and should the new place of re- 
sidence prove desirable they send for 
their families. The annoyance to the 
promoters of such colonisation is that the 
coolies thus imported without domestic 
influences become dissipated and general- 
ly demoralised during the process of ac- 
climatisation. Mr. Meyers kindly pre- 
sented the writer with a sot of sixteen 
photographic views of plantation life, 
showing the many processes of cultivating 
hemp and preparing it for market. The 
thatched houses for the labourers remind 
one of the adobe buildings in China with 
their slat windows and narrow verandahs. 
Other views show the provision made 
for the higher needs of the workmen and 
their families, such as schools and 
churches. Another interesting feature is 
a large outdoor bathing pool overshaded 
by tropical trees. It seems from our 
itor’s account that som’ ten thousand 
‘or more families are needed for the work 
of developing the plantations. It is a 
most Inudable enterprise and we hope the 
promoters may be successful in their very 
umane methods of going about with the 
always dificult task of colonisation. It is 
questionable whether John Chinaman will 
be allured from his ancestral plot of 
ground with his family, bag and baggage, 
until he has first had a chance to tastothe 
flavour of life ¢o far away from home.

Rumoured Police System for

This 
ks volumes for the impartial ad- 
istration of justice, and it is the con- 
vietion of the writer that a general police 
aystem along the same lines would tend to 
the benefit of the whole province.

‘The Eastern Crisis. 

It is only within the last fortnight or 
so that public attention here has been 
directed towards the Easter situation. 
But one or two incidents that have 
occurred locally are bringing home the 
serious state of affairs. The Orient 
steamer “ Omrah® arrived hero recently 
from England, and two of the officers 
who are on the active list of the Naval 
Reserve, were immediately transhipped 
to a homeward-bound vessel of the same 












sent at anchor in Hobart, ‘Tasmani 
being rapidly organised on a war footing 
in view of possible contingencies. The 
N.S. W. Agont at Tokio has cabled for 
tenders for supplying 1,000 tons lead, and 
a million pounds of preserved beef. 
Commander Colquhonn of the Victorian 
Navy has been appointed cable corres- 
pondent of the “Times” at Tokio. The 
heeessary leave of absence was sought 
for and granted by the Minister of De- 
fence, and the commander is. already 
en route for Japan. Many offers have 
been received by the Japanese Vice-Consul 
in Melbourne, from men desirous of serving 
under the Japanese flag. These offers 
mostly come from men who have seen 
service in South Africa, in one or other of 
the contingents of mounted troops sent 
from Australasia. 


ADisastrous Collision, 

‘A disastrous collision unfortunately at- 
tended by loss of life occurred in Bass’ 
Straits early on X’mas morning, during 
foggy weather. ‘The -steamer Coogee, 
employed in the Melbourne-Launceston 
trade and inward-bound to the former 
port, met and collided with a large 
Tealian sailing ship, tho Fortunato Figari, 
which was then on a passage in ballast 
from Melbourne to Newcastle N.S.W. 
‘The sailing vessel, which seems to have 
had little or no way on her at. tho time, 
as sail had been roducod on account of 
the thick weather, raked the Coogeo with 
her bowsprit, and swept tho stoamer's 
deck, from forward as far aft as the 
engine room skylight, carrying away 
inasts, funnel, bridge, boats, ete. The 
collision happened shortly after 4 a.m, 
at which hour of course the majority of 
the passengers, thirty-four in number, 
were asleep in their berths. ‘The captain, 
‘and the quartermaster at the wheel wore 
killed by the impact, both being pinned 
amongst the wrockage; the captain's death 
imust have been instantaneous as his body 
was recovered later, mangled almost 
beyond recognition. ‘The quartermaster 
when found was alive but badly injurod, 
and lived only an hour and a-half after 
the collision. ‘The second officer who 
was on watch was more fortunate. He 
was badly knocked about, but is making 
fair progress towards recovery at the 
Melbourne Hospital. A scene of the 
wildest confusion appears to have taken 
place whilst the two vessels were lock- 
fad together. It was assumed that 
the captain had been knocked over- 
board, and the crew made for the 
sailing ship, leaving the stoamer tem- 
porarily under the chargo of the chief 
Engineer, who took all the necessary 
stops for the vessol’s safety. An hour 
afterwards, having got the sailing ship's 
boats into the wake, tho crew returned 
to the Coogee and transferred their pas- 
Ingers to the sailing ship, which then 
ok the crippled steamer in tow and 
proceeded towards the Port Phillip 
Heads. Later it was found that the 
Coogee could make way for herself under 
consy’ stoamt anid the positions were reversed 
the steamor taking the sailing ship i 
tow, and in this fashion they proceetlod 
until the tugs which were early advined 
of the accident from the coastal lookout, 
Station, appeared on the scene, and 
took charge of the disavled windjammer. 
The “Coogee” was brought up to her 
berth in the river on the Saturday alter- 
noon, and on that day and tae following 
Sanday attracted huge crowls of curious 
sightseers, who at first glance could 
scarcely recognise in the battered wreck, 
the once trim little vessel which during 
hor career of fourteon years has’ made 
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remains of the captain and his helmsman 
wore buried on the following day, the 
funeral being attended by representatives 
of all the shipping firms of the port. The 
official inquiry has been opened, and 
adjourned pending the recovery from his 
injuries of the second officer. A writ has 
also been issued on behalf of the owners 
of the Fortunato Figari against the owners 
of the “ Coogee” (Messrs. Huddart, Parker 
& Co. of Melbourne) claiming £6,000 
damages sustained by their vessel. The 
sailing ship’s stem has been cut clean away 
from immediately underneath the bowsprit 
and extending several fect under water. 
‘The adjacent plates areof course badly bro- 
ken, but fortunately her collision bulkhead 
saved the ship. ‘The damage will take 
several weeks to repair, and altogether 
she will suffer some months’ detention on 
her voyage. 
The Boiler Explo: 
Warship. 
Another maritime accident has to be 
chronicled this week, this time to the 
third class jeruiser Wallaroo, one of 
tho vessels specially built for this station. 
The Wallaroo in company with her 
sister ship the Tauranga had been in 
Jervis Bay going through their quarterly 
gunnery trials, and the two vessels were 
proceeding in company to jom the 
Admiral with the remainder of the flect 
at Hobart. Departure was taken from 
Jorvis Bay on Tuesday Sth January, and 
by 2 p.m. on the 6th the two ships were 
just about clearing the New South Wales 
coast to the southward of Cape. Howe. 
At this tima the watch on deck on the 
Wallaroo noticed « cloud of steam issuing 
from the forward stokehold ventilators.

Tt was at once seen that an accident 
had occurred below. Tho cries of 
wounded men could be heard and a 


man almost blinded and badly scalded 
groped his way ont of tho engine 
room and collapsed on deck, Volunteers 
were at once on hand, and donning sea 
boots made their way into the forward 
stokehold. ‘This compartment was found 
to be eighteen inches deep in boiling 
water, and ulmost covered by it was found 
the body of one of the unfortunate stokers 
who had beon on watch in that portion of 
tho ship. In all, four men were killed 
outright or died within a fow hours of the 
accident, whilst threo more were badly 
injured by the boiling water. Signals for 
medical assistance wero mado to the 
“Tauranga” and promptly responded to, 
and tho injured made as comfortable as 
possible. 

Towards evening tho two vessels parted 
company, ‘the Tauranga continuing on 
her voyage to Hobart, whilst the Wal- 
laroo altered her course to the northwa 
taking for Sydney. ‘Tho bodies of the 
font decoased stokers wero committed to 
the deep, during the passage np tho 
coast, Captain Howitt of the Wallaroo 
reading the burial service. 

‘The Cause of the Accident. 

After the injured had been removed 
from the stokohold, the engineers cooled 
the place down with salt water, in order 
to allow of an inspection, It was then 
found that the top of the combustion 
chamber of the port boiler had collapsed. 
allowing its contents to eseape into the 
farmace. The ash pit was blown out with 
{great force, bringing up against a bulkhead 
several foot away, and pinning one of the 
deceased stokers underneath. Capt. Ficla 
in charge of tho Naval Depét at Garden 
Island, made completo arrangements for 
tho reception of the wounded, immediate- 
ly the news was received from down the 
coast, and detailed the gunboat Sparrow 
to mest the Wallaroo outside the Heads 
































in case further assistance was necessary. 
The wounded men were, on the Wallaroo’s 
arrival, immediately transferred to a 
} specially: prepared ward in the Sydney 
St. Vincent's Hospital. An expert inquiry 
into the cause of the accident is to be 
held at once. 


Cricket. 
The second test match Australia v. 
England recently concluded on the

won the toss and scored for 6 
wickets.

Mr. Balfour's Reserve. 

Mr. Balfour, after a long silence, at 
last made a public appearance on Mon- 
day, when he addressed a great meeting 
of his constituents in East Manchester. 
His remarks on the Far Eastern crisis 
were, however, characterised by the most 
careful reserve. He declined to express 
any opinion on the chances of peace 
war, or on tho merits of the questions"in 
dispute between Russia and Japan ; all 
he would do was to express a fervent 
hope that peace wonld be maintained, 
and to declare, though he hoped the 
declaration was’ unnecessary, that Great 
Britain would carry out to’ the full all 
her treaty obligations to her ally. Some 
opponents of his Majesty's Government 
are blaming them for not taking active 
measures to preserve the peace between 
the disputants; but the blame is passed 
altogether in the dark, as uo one knows 
what steps Lord Lansdowne has taken, or 
what. steps it has been possible for him 
to take, in this direction. 

Fiseal 

It must be confessed, too, that less 
interest has been taken in the Prime 
Minister’s remarks on this question than 
in what he had to say on the fiscal ques- 
tion, On this snbject he had no new 
departure to announce. His speech was 
indeed an olaborate defence of the policy 
he has adopted—a policy which has been 
described by Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man as an attempt to walk on both sides 
of the street at once. That, says the 
“Times,” is Sir Henry's way of describing 
the sound policy of walking in the middle 
of the street. It is’ obvious, however, 
that except as a temporary’ expedient 
there is no room for a middle course 
between the “ whole-hog”.‘policy of Mr. 
Chamberlain and the Free Trade policy 
of to-day. Mr. Balfour denies that his 
attitnde is the result of cowanlico or of 
opportunism in the bad sense of the 
word ; but he considers it his duty as 
leader of the Unionist Party to keep the 
party together, and with this view, while 
still acknowledging his sympathy with 
Mr. Chamberlain's objects, he counsels the 
ex-Colonial-Secretary to “go slow,” and 
reiterates his declaration that the food 
taxes which are essential to a system of 
colonial preferences form no part of the 
policy of the Government. He warns 
Mr. Chamberlain and his supporters that 
“they must not endeavour, in a rush of 
enthusiasm, to effect a change’ which 
would not stand the test of time, not 
because it is intrinsically wrong, not be- 
cause it is based on unsound principles, 
but because it has not behind it that 
body of fixed sentiment and affections 
which is the only sure basis of any great 
reform.” 


Mr. Chamberlain's Conmnission. 
Meanwhile Mr. Chamberlain's Commis- 
sion is getting to work. Its deliberations 
were opened to-day by Mr. Chamberlain 
with an elaborate speech. Last night as 
a preliminary, Mr. C. Arthur Pearson, the 
enterprising proprietor of the “Daily Ex- 
press,” entertained the whole body at a 
sumptrous dinner at the Hyde Park 
Hotel. Two days previously the final list 
‘of commissioners was published, the most 
notable names among them being Sir 
Charles Elliott, Mr. Vicary Gibbs, and Sir, 
W. Percival. Mr. Chamberlain described 
the body as a “business commission for 

















business men.” On the other hand Mr. 
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Winston Churchill has dubbed them the 
“Forty Thieves.” They are of course all 
more or less strongly convinced Protec- 
tionists ; but those who make this a ground 
of complaint against them overlook the 
purpose for which they have been appoin- 
ted. They have not to consider whether 
it is desirable to abandon our Free Trade 
system and adopt a Protective or Retalia- 
tory Tariff, with preferences to the Colo- 
nies, That question has already been 
answered to the satisfaction of the gentle- 
man who has appointed them. ‘Their duty 
is to"frame a tariff in accordance with 
‘Mr. Chamberlain’s views. At the same time 
they are of course not debarred from 
taking the claims of the consumer into 
consideration as well as the claims of the 
producer. Though we may, with the 
“Standard,” hold that Mr. Chamberlain 
has overstepped the bounds of modesty, if 
not of constitutionalism, in imitating so 
closely the system and nomenclature of a 
Royal Commission, the departure is a 
very interesting one and will be followed 
with the closest attention, 


Mr, Whitaker Wright 


‘The trial of Mr. Whitaker Wright has 
been proceeding all this week in the High 
Court, to which it was removed from the 
Central Criminal Court at the instance of 
the accused ; and it will be some days yet 
before the issue is left to the jury. I ima- 
gine, however, that there are very few 
people besides those personally interested 
in the case who will wade through the 
columns of evidence which appear in the 
papers. In the first place it is full of dry 
statistics which aro not easy to follow; in 
the next the nature of the evidence for the 
prosecution has been sufficiently revealed 
in tho police court proceedings. ‘The in- 
dictment charges Mr. Whitaker Wright 
with having, “as director and manager of 
the London and Globe Finance Corpora- 
tion, Limited, made, circulated and publish- 
ed certain material particulars which he 
know to be false, with intent to deceive 
and defraud the members, shareholders, 
‘and creditors of the Company,” and in- 
volved and uninteresting as the proceed- 
ings may seem, the issue will be looked for 
with intense interest, especially in view 
of the well-remembered fact that the 
Government, relying upon the open 
‘advice of the Law Officers of the Crown, 
rofused to institute proceedings, and this 
trial is entirely the outcome of private 
initiative. 


The Savoy Theatre. 

Last night all the great theatrical world 
was invited by Mrs. D’Oyley Carte toa 
house-warming reception at the renovated 
and redecorated Savoy Theatre. Of the 
famous trio who established the brilliant 
success of the theatre, two—Sir Arthur 
Sullivan and Mr. O’Oyley Carte—have 
passed away ; but the third,—the “ retired 
humourist” Mr. W. 8. Gilbert—who by 
tho way is said to have a new play nearly 
ready for production, was there, as were 
‘Mr. George Grossmith, Mr. Rutland Bar- 
rington, Mr. Richard Temple, Miss Rosina 
Brandram, and many more creators of 
leadings parts in the famous series of comic 
operas. ‘There are, however, some who 
doubt whether the glories of the Savoy 
will ever be fully revived. Gilbert and 
Sullivan have no successors ; and it must 
be confessed that towards the end of 
their famous partnership there were signs 
that the peculiar view of humour in music 
and words, happy though it was, was get- 
ting played out. However, Mrs. D’Oyle 
Carte has proved herself a most compe- 
tent theatre manager, and she may fairly 
be trusted when one vein is played out to 
seek and find success in another. 
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Winter Art Exhibitions. 
The Royal Academy. e 
‘The winter exhibitions of pictures have 
one striking difference from those held 
during the summer months—their infinite 
variety. This season especially there 
must surely be something to please every- 
‘one who takes any interest whatever in 
art, Burlington House as usual devotes 
itself entirely to the works of masters 
now deceased, but this year the term 
“Old Masters” can hardly be applied, 
for although some canvases date back as 
far as the fifteenth century there are like- 
wise works from the brushes of Sidney 
Cooper, R. A, H. T. Wells, R. A. 
and John Calcott-Horsley, R. A. all of 
whom passed away quite recontly. 
Although the whole of Gallery II and 
the greater portion of the great gallery 
are devoted to the works’of the Academy's: 
President of eighty years ag», Sir Thomas 
Lawrence, I think the work which ap- 
pealed to me most was Rembrandt's 
“Portrait of a Lady” lent by the Mar- 
quess of Northampton, It is a half-length 
figure in « black satin dress with « wide 
lace collar for its only ornament. Perhaps 
its charm lies in its simplicity, or may- 
be in the wonderful flesh tints and the 
fascinating dimple, which in real life must 
have wou for the lady hosts of admirers. 
Tn any case I saw nothing else nearly so 
delightful and could not help wondering 
why none of our leading portrait painters 
of to-day can get that wonderful life-like 
effect, for they certainly do not. In the 





same gallery (No. TIT) there is a’ portrait i 


of James Byers (or Byres), a celebrated 
architect and antiquary, by Sir Henry 
Raeburn, R. A., and with it one had 
exactly the same feeling ; the vitality in 
it was perfectly marvellous. I heard two 
artists discussing the colouring of Sir 
‘Thomas Lawrence's pictures at the private 
view and they both agreed that in their 
wonderfal colour scheme lay their great 
charm, One remarked how impossible it 
was to get the same colours nowadays. 
I wondered why, but suppose that in these 
days of general adulteration, print shares 
the common fate. The Lawrence collec- 
tion includes some most interesting exam- 
les of the great painter’s skill. Pope 
Bits Vin (ent by H.Bf. the King) occu- 
pies the centre of one of the walls in the 
third gallery. It isa full-length portrait of 
his Holiness seated in a chair ; the red and 
white of the robes are as fresh in tone as if 
they had but just left the studio and over 
all there is thrown a yellow-tinged light, 
coming through from « gallery seen_in the 
hack-ground, which is most effective. 
“Cardinal Cansalvi” (likewise the propr- 
ty of the King) is a_work of equal if not of 
greater powers. The Cardinal is seated 
in his robes, facing the spectator, holding 
his biretta and a bundle of papers in hin 
hand, a face full of strength of purpose. 
‘The catalogue furnishes the information 
that Cansalvi was created Cardinal and 
Secretary of State by Pope Pius VII and 
that in this capacity, he concluded the 
concordat with Napoleon in 1801; that 
subsequently he strongly opposed the 
French Emperor's pretensions, and was 
imprisoned for three years at Rheims; 
released at the same time as the Pope was 
allowed to leave Fontainebleau, he re- 
turned with him to Rome and resumed 
the direction of affsirs there. Iconld not 
help thinking, as I looked at the face of 
the man—so keen and restless an‘ full of 
life—how long those three years of prison- 
life must have seemed. 

Althoush !is men are undoubtedly 
fine, I suppose it is as a painter of “Fair 




















Women” thatSirThomasis really excellent ; 





some of his ladies are more than passing fair 
but quite the most beautiful example shown 
in the present exhibition is his well-known 
“Miss Farren” the celebrated actress who 
subsequently became Countess of Derby. 
She must have beeu a most lovely ereature, 
tall and fair with beautiful dark eyes. She 
is gowned in. white and wears a long white 
silk cloak trimmed with fur and a’ white 
far boa, exactly like those so popular to-day. 
Tn her hand she holds a large feather fan, 
her haic is curled and powdered, and the 
whole effect obtained is duinty in the ex- 
treme, reminding one of a piece of Dresden 
China. “The Countess of Leitrim and 
Danghiter,” and “Mrs. Maguire and Arthur 
Fitzjames,” are two canvasies which struck 
me as being particularly charming but 
taken as a whole I thiuk the entire collec 
tion is one of the most interesting ever got 
together within these walls.

The New Gallery.

Death of a Celebrated Contralto. 


Although it is some years since Madame 
Antoinette Sterling retired from the con-

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over the world is still sung, and the good 
deeds she has done, not only here in Eng- 
land but in other lands she visited, 
still talked of, and will be for many years 
to come. I suppose tens of thousands of 
euple listened to her singing of The 
jost Chord,” but to me even more wonder- 
ful was her rendering of ‘The Three 
Fishers.” I was much interested to read, 
in a short memoir of her life, that when 
Charles Kingsley hesrd her sing it he was 
s0 overcome that he was compelled to 
retire sobbing from the room. I chanced 
to be in Australia when Madama Sterling 
visited the colonies, and well rex 
hearing tales of her visits 
and prisons in the various cities where she 
was engaged professionally.

Hidden Treasure.

TRINITY CATHEDRAL. 


Annual Subscribers’ Meeting. 

Unusual interest was shown in the 
annual meeting of the subscribers to 
Trinity Cathedral, who were called to- 
gether at the British Consulate yesterlay 
afternoon. Sir Pelham L. Warren 
(H.B.Ms Consul-Ceneral) presided, and 
the others present were Messrs. J. H. 
Craven, F. A. de St. Croix, H. G. Dowler, 
Jas. Jones, H. A. J. Macray, J. Stenhouse 
A. Wright, and Jas. L. Scott (Trustee and 
Hon. Secretary). 

‘Tho minutes of the last meeting were 
taken as read and signed. 

Tt was proposed by Mr. Jas. L. Scott, 
and seconded by Mr. H. A. J. Macray : 
“That the Report and Accounts as pre- 
sented be passed.” 

‘Mr. Scott — Before the 
that the Report and 





resolution 
Accounts as 


presented be passed, put before 
you, I should like as usual to say 
a few words on what has occurred 
during the past year. I am sure that 
those present, and also the entire con- 
gregation will confirm what the Trustees 
have said regarding our late chaplain, Mr. 
Hodges, and their appreciation of the 
work done by Mrs. Hodges, and will fur- 
ther approve of their having erected a 
stone over his grave. They would also 
much like to see, in commemoration of 
his long connection with the Cathedral, a 
memorial window placed in the church, 
the cost of which, somewhere about £100 
could, I think, be easily raised by sub- 
scription amorg the congregation. Mr. 
Walker, our new chaplain, will be here 
about the beginning of May, and pending 
his arrival we are having the Deanery 
painted and generally done up, of which 
itstood very much in need. As regards the 
accounts at the mesting last year I said 
that the amount which would be required 
to pay for the new church room would 
probably leave ns in debt, but this has not 
proved to be the case, as our present 
debit balance 'Tls, 3,880.65 is entirely due 
to the reroofing of the deanery, etc., 
amounting as you see to Tis. 4,026.41; 80 
that we have paid for the Church 
Room, completed in every way, out of 
funds in hand. ‘There are some extraor- 
dinary expenses to be met this year, as 
detailed in the Report, but as there 
stated, as our income mder normal con- 
ditions is always greater than our ex- 
penditure, we will, as time goes on, 
steadily lessen and ‘eventually wipe out 
the amount we at present owe the bank. 
Mr. Burdekin is getting on well with the 
ropairs to the organ, and hopes to have 
it ready by Easter Sunday. You will 
notice that through the kindness of some 
friends, two new stops and a coupler will 
be added to the instrument, and our best 
thanks are due to those who have so 
generously come forward and enahled 
these further improvements to be 
ally an the prosent state 
Cathedral funds sould have jr 
our undertaking anything of this sort. 
You will also see what is said about the 
heating apparatus. | think waters 
be somewhat improved before next win- 
tor so that the fumes do not get into the 
church, and when we are again in funds 
we can properly tackle this matter. Mr. 
Hogg and Mr. Addis do not offer them- 
selves for re-election as Trastees, the 
former being still at home, and the latter 
on the point of leaving for s year’s holi- 
day. A resolution will be put before you, 
nominating two other members of the 
congregation to fill their places for the 
current year. 

‘Mr. Stenhouse thought the Trustees 
had laid themaelves open to criticism by 
the hurry in which they had been to 
appoint a successor to the late Mr. Hodges. 
The late Chaplain died on Friday, and 
Mr. Stenhouse believed he was right in 
saying that the appointment of Mr. 
Walker was practically arranged by the 
following Sunday. The Trustees seemed 
to have acted more as patrons of the 
living than as the representatives of the 
pewholders. Mr. Scott might now have 
given some fuller reason for the Trustees’ 
action than was contained in the circular 
sent out. It was not a question as to 
whether Mr. Walker was suitable or not ; 
he conceded that the Trustees had picked 
the best man it was possible to get out 
here. Butheand other seatholdersthought 
it highly desirable that the congregat- 


































































ion should have been comgulted before 
the appointment was actually made. It 
was said, in excuse, that Mr. Walker was 


was time to have put the matter before 
the congregation.

2,000 the Trustees put it as a 
rule, and he thought it not a nice idea 
that the Christmas offertory should go 
to save the congregation's own pocket. 
For it came to that since, if the money 
for Church expenses was nut collected 
then, it would be necessary to collect it, 
at some other time. Would it rest with 
Mr. Walker to say whether or not 
there should be weekly collections ? 
‘The report briefly mentioned the matter 
of heating the’ Cathedral. The ven- 
tilation was disgraceful and thr 
ened everyone who came there with 
disease. The place was full of a dead 
stale atmosphere and the windows were 
never opened. From the report it ap- 
peared the congregation would have ‘to 
wait for many years before they could 
get any redi Surely the money could 
be raised in some way; if in no other 
way the Honan Road property might be 
mortgaged. The members of the choir 
specially complained. One of them had 
a watering can near his stove to relieve 
the oppression, so bad was it. Another 





























,| suggestion Mr. Stenhouso had to make 


was that the annual meeting of pow- 
holders should ho held lator in’ the aftor- 
noon. A member of tho Union Church 
had suggested to hiw’ that the Trustees 
called the meeting for half-past two 
becauso they wished no one to attend. 

Mr. Scott replied to these criticisins. 
When Mr. Hodges died, he said, it became 
necessary for the Trustees to consider the 
question of a successor. From previous 
experience they knew how difficult it was 
to get aman from home. Letters would 
be sent to people of whom Shanghai knew 
little, who knew little of Shanghai, and 
therefore took small interest in the plice, 
The result was that few clergymen would 
bepersuadedintocoming. It sohappened 
that just at the time of Mr. Hodges’ death 
Mr. Walker waspassing through Shanghai. 
‘Mr. Walker was known personally to 
many members of the congregation and 
Mr. Addis and he (Mr. Scott) had already 
‘Mr. Walker in view as suitable Chaplain 
in the event of « vacancy unhappily 
occurring.

‘Mr. Walker was asked if he would get con- 
sent from his Society in London. Mr. 
Walker said he should have to consult the 
Bishop and the Church Missionary Society; 
that was all he could say at the time. 
The Trustees had overy confidence that he 
was just the man for the post, but to 
secure him they had to break some rules. 
Of that they took the risk, trusting to

When one man undertakes on his sole 
responsibility what is usually allotted to a 
round dozen the first impulse of the on- 
looker is to admire the display of physical 
force.

BOXERS IN MANCHURIA. 
‘To the Editor of the 
Noura-Curxa Darty New 









Smny 
has come in from the Rev. Mr. Macintyro 
at Haichéng, about 30 miles from the 
port of Newchwang, telling how the 
magistrate there has acted in putting 
down a recrudescence of the I-Ho-Chuan 
under the name of the Liu-Ho-Chnan, 
which may be of interest and may help to 
put foreigners in the interior on their 
guard. Speaking of the prospect of 
war he says: “ For the sake of the mem- 
bers I have clung to the thought of 
peace. To-night I had a long confab 
with some of them, and it made me in- 
expressibly sad. What are they to do with 
their women and children? so they ask 
me. Come into the city? Why the Liu 
Ho-Chuan are said to have come into the 
city to-night! and news came this after- 
noon that the Wu Ying, our chief military 
officer, has fallen in battle with the rebels 
across the river. He was drawn into an 
ambush and cruelly done for. It seems 
he came back here asking help of our 
magistrate, who scolded him and bundled 
him out with less than a dozen men, and 
they are now scattered and wo have not 
20 soldirs left in the city. The evil is 
aggravated by the fact that the Wu Yin 
wee reat for because the French priest of 
Newchwang proper was attacked at a 
place N. W. of Newchwang, some 
40 li, and had to be rescued by 
the village guild. It seoms a well-to- 
do member begged the priest to come, as 
the Boxers were threatening. He went. 
so Iam told, to their help, but only, 
brought the evil toactimax. So we have 
a foreign priest mobbed and the military 
officer who went to avenge him killed, 
and rumour that the enemy is in the city 
with us at a time when duty calls the

several village Tuan Lien and a fow 
soldiers from Newehwang. It seems tho 
wretches were surprised at night in their 
homes and the leader burned to death 
with his family in his burning house. Thé 
said leader was known as Chang Pan-féng 
(Halé-daft) alias Pan-shong (Hal-divine) 
and was therefere of the Boxer persua- 
sion. ‘The magistrate left last night to 
post mortem the fallen officer and was 
inet 15 li from this by messengers report- 
ing the victory. I hear of lange enptures 
and at least fen men coming here to be 
executed in order to impress. the popula- 
tion. Also a captive woman and two 
girls and a priest, all Boxers (Hung 
Teng-Lung. Red Lamp Society). The 
Aeceased!'s soldiers were roused, it seems, 
and roused the country and made 
a clean sweep of the gang. I hear the 
French priest was not hurt in any way. 
“Peace or war?’ was forgotten to-lay over 
the thought that aiter all Boxers can bo 
dealt with and snuffed out’by the local 
magistrate, if taken in time.” 

In a later letter of the 8th, Mr. 
Macintyne gives some more  infor- 
mation about the affair, It seems that 
| altogether 20 of the Boxers were burned 
in their houses, and six were sent 
to Haichéng, while three were begged off 
by the guild and guaranteed by them. 
The girls are set free, and a lot of little 
‘boys who were implicated got off with a 
sound thrashing. The Russian guard 
at Haichéng station have offered protec- 
tion if needed. ‘The magistrate was safo 
back and had awarded the widow of the 
murdered officer 5 tien of land belonging 
to the Boxers. 

I hear that this new society, Liu-Ho- 
Chuan, or the old, Boxers under another 
name, has also appeared in Chinchou and 
most likely in other towns and villages 
of Manchuria, I am glad to sce that 
Yuan Shib-k‘ai is taking ‘such vigorous 
measures against them in Chibli, but the 
fear is that in Manchuria, away from tho 
Railway, tho Russians will not be ablo 
to keep order now that war has com- 
menced and the whole country may bo 
in a blazo with it in a very short time.

THE SECOND ATTACK ON 
PORT ARTHUR. 
To the Editor of the 
“Norra-Cuixa Dany News.” 


‘Sin,—We beg to forward you the follow- 
ing literal translation of the official tele- 
gram from Admiral Togo received at 
‘Pokio at 10.10 p.m. the 16th inst. for 
publication. We have already published 
the substance of the report, but now we 
are compelled to publish the whole trans- 
ation of the said telegraphic report — 

“On the 13th a flotilla of destroyers 
left for Port Arthur under heavy snow- 
storm. Although on their way to the 
di ion they lost sight of each 
other, the Hayatori and Asagiri su 
ceeded in reaching tho entrance of the 
harbour. The Asagiri having spied 
carefully upon the entrance of the har- 
bour at $ a.m, on the 14th, when she was 
furiously fired upon from the forts and 
guardships, put forth a torpedo against 

vessel, and after bombarding a scout, 
safely camo back. The Hayatori reach- 
ed the entrance at 5 a.m. and keeping 
very close thereto ‘discoveret two war 
vessels in the dark. In spite of shelis 
being poured upon her, the Hayator: 
torpedoed one ut the war-vessels and, 
having -ven its explo ion, retired safely. 
Althouzh the exact result ot this brave 
attack ty these two destroyers is un- 
known owing to the darkness of night, I 
am convinced that it hax sueceeded a' least 
in ngain terrifying the enemy.”

The Secret Societies in the 
Yangtze Provinces. 

With the advent of every new year and 
its attendant festivities in China, it has 
been the custom time and again in the 
j history of this coun:ry for malcontents to 
attempt some sort of coup upon the powers 
that are, andalive to this fact the Vicer-ys 
and Governors of the Yangtze provinces 
have not failed to make every preparation 
each year at that period; to suppress 
the least sign of such ‘disturbances 
within their several jurisdictions. There 
have been no exceptions to the usual rule 
this year inNauking, Neanking (Anch‘ing) 
Wuebsxng and Ch'angsha, the provincial 
capitals of Kiangsu, Anhui, Hupeb, avd 
Hunan ; on the contrary, dispatches re- 
ceived from thoso cities all report that 
owing to the war in the North the high 
authorities of the Yangtze provinces here 
united in taking extraordiuary precautions 
against riotous disturbances—vspecially 
anti-foreig consequence of | which 
Jarge bodies of troops have been collected 
at varios stratezic poiats of importance 
80 as to be ready to give mutual assistance 
to one another in the event of any serions 
risin< of the secret societies, such as the 
Kolav Hui, Grext and Little Sword Socie- 
ties, and the like. These movemente of 
Chinese troops in the Yangtze Valley 
have probably given ris to varivus rumours 
of expected trouble ay it 
the Yangtze treaty por inland towns, 
but with the precautions taken by the 
high provincial auth. verned there 
ig no presont fear of any anti-foreign dis- 
turbances, nor will there be any so tony s 
these precautions ure not relaxed. ‘The 
lessons learnt in 1900, with the great 
Progress in enlightened views amongst 
the high mandarins throughout the 
Empire, will be a sufticient deterrent 
to ‘their countenancing any further 
anti-foreign movements just now. From 
Szechuan province also comes ne 
Viceroy Hsi Liany, who has « very etticient 
and enlightened lieutenant in Taotai Tsai 
Nai-huang—formerly of the Bureau of 
Foreign Afsirs of Hunav,—has also been 
takiny extra precautionary measures 
against likely risings of Boxer adherents 
and followers of the notorious Yd Man-tze, 
so that with proper care peace can also be 
secured in that usually riotous province 
during the present disturbances in the 
North. 


The Mounted Bandits of Man- 
ehuria. 


A dfspatch from a reliable source in the 
North reports that there are no less than 
82,000 mounted bandits in the three Man- 
churian provinces, of which number 20,000 
are in Féngtien’ province (Lower Man- 
j churia), 8,006 in Kirin (Central Manchuria), 
and about 4,000 in Heilungehiang or 
Northern Manchuria. Of the Féngtien 
mounted bandits 14,000 were enrolled and 
armed by the Russians, but no sooner was 
the news of Japanese success—vaturally 
eatly enlarged—at Port Arthur received 
than nine-tenths of these bandits deserted, 
carrying with them their arms and am. 
munition, and large qu-ntities of food su 
plies and loot besides. ‘There is naturally 
& great hatred entertained by these 
bandits ayainst the Russiss, especially 
the Cossacks, and with the arrival of the 
Japanese armies in Manchuria we may 
probably hear of bodies of Cossicks and 
East Siberian sharpshoot-rs being cut off 
by these mounted freebooters, who are not 
only splendid horsemen, but very hardy 
and brave when properly led. 






























































20th February. 
The War. 

A Shanhaikuan dispatch states that tho 
Russian detachment hitherto staying at 
Shanhaikuan left that place on the 10th 
inst., for Newchwang, and that the detach- 
ment went away in a hired special train. 
There are now no Russian troops in 
Shanhaikuan, 


Bandits in Fengtien. 

A North Chinchou dispatch states that 
a Chinese military officer who had been 
recently sent by the district magistrate 
of Haichéng, Fengtien province (Lower 
Manchuria), to suppress a band of brigands 
in the vicinity of that city, was ambushed 
by the bandits and during the fighting 
which ensued captured by the latter. The 
captured officer who seemed to have been 
especially obnoxious to the bandits for 
some reason or other was literally sliced 
to pieces by them before having his head 
chopped off. ‘Three soldiers also lost 
their lives and half a dozen were wounded 


Russian Attempted Obstruction. 

A Peking letter reports that as soon as 
‘M. Lessar, the Russian Minister at Peking, 
heard that orders had been issued to 
General Ma Yu-kun to occupy Shanhai- 
kuan and the region north of it, on the 
west of the Liao River, the former imme- 
diately called at'the Waiwupu to protest 
st this movement of Chinese troops. 
One of the excuses sot forth by the Rus- 
sian Minister was that the Chinese troops 
were so undisciplined that there would 
certainly ariso trouble between them and 
Rus ‘troops along the Liao river. 
Noedless to say M. Lessar’s objections 
were unheeded by the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

Chinese Troops Restless on the 
Liao River. 

As the above wore being written a tele- 
graphic dispatch from the North states 
that General Ma Yii-k‘un’s troops which 
are encamped on the western banks of 
the Liao river are getting restless and 
out-of-hand. The troops are said to be 
most eager to attack the Russian troops 
on the eastern banks of the river and that 
already small parties of his men, evading 
their superior officers, have crossed over 
to the Russian side and come to blows 
with the Muscovite patrols. 

Chinese Troops at Kalgan. 

“Owing to the receipt of news of bodies 
of Russian troops being seen in the vici- 
nity of Kalgan (Changehiakou), the Pek- 
ing government has sent a brigade (3,500 
men) of foreign-modelled troops to repel 
by force of arms any attempted entrance 
of Russian troops. 

22nd February. 
The Chinese Commission to St. 
Louis. 

‘The China Merchants’ steamer Anping 
has been chartered by the Chinese 
Government to carry Mr. Wang Kai-kah, 
Chinese Vico-Commissioner to the St. 
Louis Exposition, up to Tientsin to meet 
his colleague Prince Pu Lun, Chies Com- 
missioner to the Exposition, who is ex- 
pected to leave Poking on the 4th 
proximo. Mr. Wang Kai-kah leaves 
Shanghai on the 26th instant and escorts 
Prinee Pu Lun to the United States. 
The Neutrality of China. 

‘The Waiwupu has issued to the Tartar 
Generals, Vicoroys and Governors of 
provinces, copies containing translations 
into Chinese of the Neutrality Laws from 
books on International Law, with instruc- 
tions that they may be scrupulously 














observed by all the officials and people of 
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the Chinese Empire, not even excepting 
Manchuria, whose three Tartar Generals, 
namely, Tséng Ch‘i of Moukden, Ch‘ang 
Shun of Kirin, and Chin Ch‘ang of 
‘Tsitsihar, have also received copies 
of these Neutrality laws: and instructions 
affecting same. The Shanghai Teotai 
Mr. Yuan, has also received copies from 
Nanking and their contents have been 
embodied in a proclamation to the officials 
and people within his jurisdiction of 
Soochow, and Sungkiang prefectures and 
Taits‘ang sub-prefecture. Questions are 
however being asked by Western educat- 
‘ed Chinese of the use of these neutrality 
proclamations of the Taotai when as a 
matter of fact he cannot enforce them. 
Buying off Mounted Bandits at 
Dab 
‘The “Sinwénpao” states that a dispatch 
has been received from North Chinchou 
reporting that a body of five hundred 
Chinese Mounted Bandits, enrolled by 
the Russian authorities, while stationed 
at Dalny broke out into open mutiny the 
other day upon receipt of news of Russian 
reverses at Port Arthur aud began plun- 
dering the town. This created a panic 
amongst the Russians in Dalny and would 
have ended seriously for them had not 
the leader of the Bandits been bought off 
by the Russians and a promise made to 
give a monthly sum of $1,500 to the 
Bandits if they would keep quiet. 














‘28rd February. 


Mounted Bandits in Manchuria. 
A dispatch from a reliable source in 
the North reports that only a few of the 
Hunghutze (“Red Beards”) mounted 
bandits, enrolled by the Russian authorities 
in Manchuria, are so far remaining loyal 
to their employers, the great majority 
having joined hands with the bands that 
have sworn eternal hatred against. tho 
Russians, The territory occupied by these 
mounted bandits is now divided into six 
districts, each under its own principal 
chief, and the programme of action 
sketched at a recent meeting of 
the six principal chiefs near Moukden 
is to be a systematic tearing up 
of the rails of the Manchurian railway 
and the destruction of all telegraph lines 
and poles under Russian control. ! 
including cutting off straggling parties of 
Russian troops and intercepting supplies 
will give the bandits quite enough occupa- 
tion until the arrival of the Japanese 
forces, when it is said that the civiefs of 
the bandits will ask to be enrolled into 
the Japanese service. ‘The present 
neutrality of China, it is explained, is the 
reason why the bandits above noted 
cannot fight under the Chinese flag. 
‘Phere are, however, fears expressed in 
Mandarin’ circles that so great is the 
hatred against Russians in the North 
that the Chinese troops and armed Man- 
churian militia may force the hands of 
their government to open hostilities.

Tho “Sinwenpao” has the following 
statement from its Peking correspondent 
which if trae shows the ridiculous posi- 
tion Russia is taking upon herself in the 
eyes of the Chinese, especially among the 
educated classes. It is to the effect that 
when the Waiwupu asked the Russian 
Minister at Peking the other day the 
reason of the Russian cruiser Mandjour’s 
continued presence in Shanghai the reply 
was made that the cruiser was wanted to 
protect (sic) the Russian Consul there, 
on which account no steps should be 
taken by the Chinese authorities to sen 
the Mandjour away from her moorings in 
the Huangpu river.

We have been favoured with the follow- 
jing translation :— 
| Proclamation of Yuan the Shanghai 
|Superintendent of Customs defining the 
[neutrality of China during the war be- 
[tween Japan and Russia. On 14th 
| February of the present year I received 
dispatch from the Nanyang Tachon Wei 
yy telegram stating that ho has received 
| ths following edict. “ Japan and Russia 
‘being now at war with each other it 
‘appears to us the sovereign authority in 
{China that both these nations are on 
| friendly terms with us, and that we ought 
to be neutral. We have therefore formu- 
Hated the following regulations for the 
guidance of our people during this war. 
‘The Manchu Commandants, Viceroys, 
|and Governors, are hereby ‘ordered to 
| direct all civil and military officers under 
their jurisdiction to act in accordance 
with these rules. ‘They should issue pro- 
jclamations to the army and people care- 
| fully to attend to the same regulations so 
| that the harmony of the nations concerned 
| may be strengthened and the peace of the 
world promoted. There should be no 
misconduct or misunderstanding and to 
| secure this result the rules are here stated 
| that all may know them. Respect this.” 
‘The Viceroy having received this decroo 
lissued it in a proclamation accordingly. 
He adds that he learns by a dispatch from 
|the Peiyang Tachen Yuen that he has 
received the following rules for neutrals 
| pointing out what they are forbidden to 
|do. They have been formulated by the 
Waiwupu and have been telegraphed by 
that board to the Peiyang Viceroy 
directing him to issue them in the form 
of a proclamation that they may be made 
known everywhere. All men on land or 
‘on sea or places on rivers, in all commer- 
cial ports, cities and market towns should 
know that our country China is on 
friendly terms with Japan and with 
Russia. These two countries are now at 
jwar and our people belong to a neutral 
nation; as neutrals they must not assist 
the belligerents with any arm require- 
jments. We. must not do anything to 
disturb onr peaceful relations with either 
country. Our people must not disobey 
the rules of international law. We shall 
then be on more amicable terms with the 
yple of both these nations. Here follow 























the prohibitory rules which must be 
strictly obeyed by all persons who read 
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this proclamation without evasion or 
inattention. 

1.—No Chinese subject may take part 
or assist in the war or become a soldier in 
the belligerent armies. 

2.—No Chinese ships, junks or boats 
may go to the belligerent countries seek- 
ing employment uor mst they respond 
to any invitation to aid in capturing the

service. 
3.—No Chinese ships, or boats must be 
sold or chartered to tho fighting nations. 
They may not tuke munitions of war as 
lading for either of the belligerents, nor 
may they act for them or assist them in 
y indicated, whether to 
supply what they require for the war or 
to help them in capturing the vessels or 
property of the-foe. 

4.—Chinese subjects may not buy _pro- 
hibited articles for the belligerent 8 
nor may they within Chinese territory 
manufacture contraband goods for con- 
veyance to and sale to the belligerents. 
The naval requisites which it is 
forbidden to supply to _ belligorents 
are (1) canon shot, lead bullets 
and gunpowder together with all 
kinds of warlike weapons (2) sultpetre 
and sulphur with any other materials 
used in the manufacture of gunpowder 
3) ships or boats which could he of use 
in a navy together with materials for 
constructing such vessels (4) the com- 
miunication of documents whieh can be of 
service in naval and military affairs, 

3.—Chinese subjects may not carry in 
vessels, generals, officers or soldiers to 
assist belligerents. 

6.—Chinese subjects may not 
money to the belligerents. 

T.—The vessels of Chinese subjects 
may not enter such ports of — the 
Delligerents as are closed to navigation 
except when obliged by stress of weather. 

8.—Vessols of Chinese subjects when 
they enter these localities where the 
present war is proceeding must not 
object to search being made on board by 
thn war vessels of the belligerents. 

9.—Chinese subjects may not furnish 
belligerents with information on matters 
of a military and naval nature, 

10.—The vessels of the belligerents

doing they observe the rules specially 
laid down for guidance in such matters. 
With this exception Chinese subjects are 
not allowed to sell provisions, coal or 
charcoal to belligerents.

considered, due attention will be bestow- 
ed on them as they occur. Regulations 
in accordance with international law will 
from time to time be issued which it will 
be nocessary for Chinese subjects carefully 
to observe.

Thero was a fire in Pootung on Sunday 
night (14th) and by the bright glare which 
came across the river it seemed as if it were 
fairly la ‘The alarm was rung but the 
brigade did not turn out. The second 
fire was in the western suburb. 

When 8 bells sounded on Sunday night 
(14th), the firefloat went down river with |

After going some 
distance, and colliding with two unlighted 
garbage boats, it was discovered that the | 
firo was some way inland and the float 
therefore came back to her moorings. 

At 1am. on Monday (13th) 7 bells rang 
out from the bell-tower fora fire in Avenue 
Road. The Mih-ho-loongs got to the scene 
first and found a timber yard with some 
carpenters’ sheds ablaze. Streams were 
promptly got on and the flames bein; 














attacked from all sides were confined to a 
small area. After working for some time 
the firemen left the coolie corps in charge. 
The fire burnt itself out about 5 a.m. The 


At about 7.30 a.m. on Wednesday (17th) 
the alarm rang out for a fire in No. 1 dis- 
trict. The fire broke out in the upper 
part of 46, Nanzing Road, and was 
caused by a joss candle setting light to 
some paper. When the brigade arrived, 
houses were burning on both sides of the 
road. The fire was burning most fiercely. 
Owing to the inflammable nature of the 
materials of which the houses in 
this street are built, it was some time 
before the firemen could get the flames 
under control. Nos. 46, 47, 48, 35, 36, 105, 
106 and 107 Nanzing Road were totally 
destroyed, and Nos. 49, 34, 108 and 
109 were more or less damaged by fire 
and water. The burnt houses were not 
insured. ‘They were all small Chinese 
shops. ‘The property is owned hy Messrs.

(18th). ‘The alarm was given for the

They found all the hydrants occupied by 
companies who had been taken off from 
the other fire, but had to remain until 4,80 
a.m., ns the coolie corps was at ‘Taku Road. 
‘The origin is uvknown, and the ,fire was 
confin-d to this house. No. 245 was slight+ 
ly damayed by fire and water. 

Ar10.30 a.m, on Monday the bell towers 
rang out two bells for a fire in No, 2 
district. The Hongkew police received a 
telephone message saying that some one 
had telephoned to the Contral Station 
from the General Hospital and stated that 
there was a tire. ‘The Fire Companies at 
once turned out, but their services were 
not required. It appears that two for- 
cigners, while passing an alley in Tien- 
dong Road, noticed smoke and flames 
issuing from a small native house. With

‘The Hsiping left Chinwangtio on the 
loth February just after midnight, bound 
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for Shanghai, She experienced a head 
gale and very high sea, and the vessel 
Inboured heavily, shipping large quantities 
of water. At 6,30 a.m. it was found that 
the tarpaulin of the No. 4 hold had been 
washed ff by the sea and that water had 
got into the "tween decks. The gale con- 
tinued and the sea was running very high. 
Captain Macfarlane decided therefore to 
run into Port Arthur roads for shelter. 
He passed the Liautishan Promontory and 
lighthouse about noon on the same di 
and saw a Inrge Bussisn cruiser, cruising 
off and on the lighthouse. The cruiser 
turned and escorted the Hsiping into the 
roads. 

At a quarter past one, when the 
Hsiping arrived at the anchorage, a Rus- 
sian cruiser at anchor fired a shot at 
her and shortly afterwards (not before) 
hoisted the signal “anchor instantly.” 
The direction was followed as soon as 
possible. 

‘At-a quarter past four the weather having 
moderated, and the hatches having heen 
off to see that all was right below the 
Hsiping weighed and proceeded for Shang- 
hale She had gone about a mile or # 
away from the cruiser at anchor when the 
Intter opened fire, and fired three shots. 
One came towards the Hsiping’s quarter, 
the second fell astern. By this time the 
Heiping had stopped and rounded, but the 
third shot came and passed over her, The 
Heiping proceeded back. A torpedo boat 
destroyer came out from the anchorage and 
remained by her, cleared for action, until 
Captain Marfarlane’s anchor was let go 
about half-past five. 

‘No sigual had been given to prevent the 
Haiping leaving until after the shuts had 
been fired, and the vessel was well on her 
way back to her anchorage. 

‘At 9 pan. the Hsiping received orders 
from a torpedo boat to put out all lights, 
‘and this was done. About 11.30 heavy 
firing was heard from the shore batteries 
and xlso from a small war vessel crui 
about, and about midnight the Hsiping 
was hailed by a rowboat and ordered tt 
put out her fires, which was also done. 

‘Next morniny at 6 a.m. Captain Macfar- 
lane hoisted a signal ‘* When can I proceed 
to sen?” ‘Two hours later the harbour 
launch came off and ordered the ship to fe 
io Dalny without giving any reason. In 
company with the sister steamer Ching- 
ping, the German steamer Pronto, and a 
Russian merchant steamer, the Hsiping 
proceeded to Dainy, still flying the same 
Signal. They arrived outside Dalny at 
quarter past two and anchored inside about 
& quarter of an hour later. A harbour 
Ofiisial came out and took the ship's papers 
ashore. At six o'clock a Russian sentry 
was sent on board xnd remained till the 
following evening, tho ship remaining an- 
chored meantime. 











‘When the sentry was relieved at seven | 


o'clock on the evening of the 12th, Cay 
tain Macfarlane sent by him a protest 
against the detention of his ship by force 
majeure to the Captain of the port repre~ 
senting the Russian Government. On the 
morning of the 13th at ten o'clock the 
Captain. was visited by Mr. Waldemar 
Mare, assistant to the Daly Port Com- 
missioner, accompanied by Mr. Edward 
Soper, acting as interpreter. Mr. Marc 
stated that owing to the mines that had 
een placed in the harbour it was impossi- 
ble for the Hsiping to leave. Captain 
Macfarlane represented to him that it was 
fan impolitic proceeding to have sent four 
merchant steamers to a harbour that was 
mined. Mr. Mare replied that half an 
hour before the Hepng® arrival, a Russian 
vessel which had been laying the mines 
had been blown up, with great loss of life, 
by one of her own mines; that there 
were only two men who knew the position 
Of the mines ; that these were the captain 
‘and officer of the vessel destroyed; aud that 
they had been killed.

object to ‘the Mandjour remaining. 
Whether the argument would continue 
to hold favour if the Akitsushima came 
up and stayed in uncomfortable juxtaposi- 
tion is doubtful. That the Japanese 
opinion of the Russian's right to remain 
is decidedly adverse thereto, is clear. Mr. 
Yoshidawa admitted that “steps” were be- 
ing taken to have her ordered out of this 
neutral port, but was not authorised to ao- 
cord definite information on the point. 

The Akitsushima is a big, protected 
cruiser drawing nearly eighteen foot of 
water, mean dranght, and with a dis- 
placement of 3,150 tons.

WAR 
NOTES AND NEWS. 


19th February. 
Several vessels arrived from the north 
yesterday and some of them had interest 
ing items of news. ‘The experiences of the 
O.B. and M. 8. Hsiping and her sister 
ship the Chingping are described at length 
in another column. It is, however, need 
ful to note that no fewer than four British 
steamers have now been fired upon by the 
Russixns, and in the case of the three 
helonging to the Chinese Engineering and 
‘Minivg Company there seems to have be 
absolutely no reason why they should ha 
been subjecte:! to the peril even of such 
erratic shooting a- the Russian gunners 
seem able to make. In the case of the 
boats referred to by Captain Macfarlane, 
a further danger was incurred when they 
wore sent to Dalny and obediently entered 
aharbour newly mined, without so much 
asa pilot. One of the vessels was aGerman 
{and one a Russian coaster, but this does 
{not excuso what at the best was & 
serious blunder and xt the worst 
might have meant a terrible catsstrsphe. 

1 Knother version of the Fuping affair put 
forward by one who was at Port Arthur nt 
the time 18 that the guardship mistook the 
Fuping for the Wencho, which, as will 
seen by another note, was not permitted to 
Teavetill later. The Russians, however, have 
not officially claimed thisas an excuse, Our 
informant adds that he saw a Russian 
cruiser bring in one Japanese torpedo- 
boat and sink another after the bombard- 
ment of the 9th. 

‘The steamet whose ctew mutinied at Port 
‘Arthur was the Foxton Hall, and it was her 
fourth engineer whose arm was shot off bya 
splinter of shell. The Columbia, which ran 
the gauntlet from Port Arthur as described 
yesterday, was not actually in the harbour, 
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but within the fire zme, when she det 
mined to make her attempt at escape. 
Among the passengers on board was Mr. 
Francis McCullagh, the newspaper corres- 
pondent. 

The French cruiser Pascal arrived at 
Woosung on Wednesdiy night, bringing 
Russians wounded xt the Chemulpo en- 
gagement, among them, it is understood, 

. the Captains of both ‘the Coreetz and 
Varyag. She will probably take them on 
to Saigon. 

All yesterday the Russism gunboat 
Mandjour remained at her bu-y ia the 
river, but with steam up and attache! only 
by a’ slip cable from which she could be 
released at short notice. 
steamer came up the river during the 
morning and carefully saluted every ship 
on the station till she reached the Mand- 
jour, which would no doubt have liked to 








offer greetings of- another kind had the; 


meeting been anywhere but on the Shanghai 
Bund. 

-Capt. Gundersen, ofthe Norwegian steamer 
Bygdo, who was sentenced to’ four days’ im- 
prisonmentatPort Arthur forgivioginforma- 
tion to a Japanese, was speedily relexsed 
and arrived in Shanghai on ‘Tuesday. He 
was simply speaking to a Japanese in the 
train between Daly and Port Arthur when 
he was arrested. His ship came here under 
charge of the first officer and Cuptain Gun- 
dersen followed as a passenger in the El 
Dorado. 

Tho captain of the German steamer Amoy 
was also ashore with his wife at Port Arthur 
when his vessel was ordered out aud left 
under charge of the first officer. 

Among the other arrivals yesterday was 
the Norwegian steamer Ariel from Port 
Arthur and Chefoo. She remained at 
Woosung overnight. 

‘The Japanese refugees from Port Ar:hur 
who have arrived at Chefoo by the British 
steamer Wenchow tell a pitiful story of 
their hardships and sufferings which were 
ree unnecessarily inflicted on them. The 

letails are contained in an official telegram 
received at the Japanese Consulate yester- 
day and communicated to us 

“On the 6th instant, Japanese were 
forbidden to embark on the British stean 
Ras Bera ‘and at midnight by the order 
of Viceroy Alexcieff they were forbidden 
to go out of the port. Ou the 9th all the 
Tupanose passengers on board the British 
steamer Wenchow were _ prevented 
from going ashore but were kept under 
watch by eight Russian soldiers. ‘The 
Weachow was detained cvutinuously. 
‘The Japanese numbering more than 20 
were at the point of starvativ 
earnest entresty to Viceroy Alexeietl’ on 
the night of the 10th ten bales of rice 
and half.a dozen tins ef biscuit were yivon 
them. On the 11th the signal for the lack 
of drinking water was made but no answer 
received} on the 13th the request for the 
supply of nourishment to babies and wo- 
men at least was sent in.

A Russian official statement in regard to 
the bombardment at Port Arther has been 
published in the Tientsin papers and is 
worth reproducing: |“ The bombariment 
of Port Arthur commenced on Monday 
night. Considerable damage has been 
done to the town, but there are not many 
casualties. Two Russian battleships, and 
‘one ‘cruiser disabled by torpedoes. Five 
Tupanese torpeilo boats got close in to the 
Russian fleet and discharged torpedoes, 
three taking effect as above. Many of tho 
Russian destroyers in the harbour were 
not ready for action. Jap.n lost one battles 
ship, one small one sunk. ‘The Japanese 
fleet. withdrew at noon on Tuesday moving 
south-west. Troops from the ucighbour- 
Jing barracks are pouring into the town 
to take up the defensive in the event of 
Japanese landing. The local police have 
kept spiended order. All non-combatants 
are ordered away.” 
| _ Itis stated that Hakodate has heen re 
duced to ashes, being bombarded by five 
Russian cruisers.

The coming 
of the Japanese vesse! will possibly hasten 
a solution of the vexed question of 
Shanghai’s position as a neutral port. It 
was generally expected last night that the 
Mandjour would disappear from the 
Bund during the darkness, 

Itis very evident that the Russian 
gunboat Mandjour has heen well watched 
by the c. On Thursday Captain 
Crown went down to Woosnng to see how 
the land lay and yesterday he was trying 
to arrange for a pilot to take the Mand- 
jour out. This probably accounts for the 
Presence of the Akitsushima at Woosung. 

Tho Akitsushima came from Saseho. 
she anchored off the Customs Station a 
Chinese gun-boat approached her, and 
onlookers surmisod that she was to be 
ordered ont. Nothing.further happened, 
however, than mutual salutes. The 4 
sushima sent a boat ashore with an 
officer. 

The steamers of the Nippon Ynsen 
Kaisha and Osaka Shosen Kaisha have not 
called at Shanghai since hostilities broke 
out, but it is now definitely stated that 
both companies will resume the service as 
soon as the Mandjour disarms, leaves, or 
is taken out. Until that happens the 
vessels will not come beyond Nagasal 
‘The resumption of the service would be 
@ great convenience just now as there are 
many Japanese more especially in Hong- 
kew, who would make use of the boats to 
return to Japan.

The story that they had 
gone ou board the Mandjour, breaking 
their parole incidentally, was, of course— 
astory. 


‘Telegraphic and cable communications 
are, now that the early difficulties have 
been overcome, quite excellent. It is 
announced that the Corean lines have 
been restored with the exception of 
that to North Yuensan. In the mean- 
time the Port Arthur-Chefoo line, al- 
ready closed to all but Government mes- 
‘sages,has now been interrupted altogether. 
The “Echo de Chine” was out yester- 
day with its customary contradiction of 
the official news issued the previous day 
by the Japanese Consulate, this time in 
regard to the attack on Port Arthur by two. 
torpedo boat destroyers on the 13th inst. 
The denial is made on the strength of u 
telegram received by General Desaino, 
the Russian military attaché here, and 
dated Port Arthur 16th February. 6 p.m. 
The telegram reads: “After the un- 
expected attack made by the Japanese 
fleet before the declaration of war, on 
the night between the 8th and 9th inst., 
and in the course of which three Russian 
warships were damaged, the Japanese 
tried another sudden attack on Port 
Arthur from the sea, But: the Japaneso 
squadron, after an hour's fighting was 
forced to retire with loss, since absolutely 
nothing has happened.” In this connec- 
tion our telegram of this morning showing 
tho losses admitted by Admiral Alexeieff 
is interesting. The “ Echo do Chine” 
adds “Tho rumour of the landing of the 
Japaneso at Chinwangtao or at Yukou 
has not heen confirmed.” 








Further details in connection with the 
run under fire of the L-C.S. Colum! 
from Port Arthur have come to hand in 
the report of Captain Richard Anderson 
to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, the agents 
here. The boat was in the port on the 
jight ‘Of the 8th when the threo large 
warships were torpedoed. She saw them 
and the transport lying in the morning off 
the entrance to the harbour in the situa- 
tion already described in earlier reports. 
They grounded about 1.15 a.m, while 
trying to make the harbour. At 5.30 on 
the morning of the 9th a naval officer 
boarded the Columbia and told Captain 
Anderson that he was not to move from 
his anchorage until he received orders 
ifrom the Viceroy. Later the Captain 
hoisted signals to know if he could pro- 
jeced to sea, but received no reply. At 
10.15 the port medical officer arrived and 
told the Captain he could haul down his 
quarantine flag, but did not order the re- 
moval of the guard which had been 
placed on board. Asked if the ship 
inight leave, the medical officer said he 

















{could not give pormission without seeing 
ithe Admiral. Shortly afterwards a naval 
lieutenant came on board and ordered the 
{Columbia to shift her anchorage as her 
[berth was required for a man-of-war. 
The Columbia saw the C.E.RS. Novik 
come into the harbour from Chefoo with 
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cattle on board and soon afterwards the 
CE.RS. Ninguta came'fin. While alter- 
ing her anchorage! the Columbia blew 
her steam whistle to draw, the sttention 
of the Medical Officer in order that he 
might come and remove the guard, but no 
heed was given. About ten minutes atfer 
taking up her fresh anchorage Captain 
Anderson saw the flest of sixteen Japs 
nese vessels approaching in a circu- 
lar formation from the East. When 
they wore from three to four miles away 
they started bombarding. This decided 
Captain Anderson to run the risk of leav- 
ing without permission and with his guard 
still on board. He hove up his anchor 
under heavy fire, shells dropping all ro 
the ship. ‘Taking the bost as far in 
shore as possible Captain Anderson 
gave orders ‘for full speed shead and 
arrived safely in Chefoo at 6.15 p.m. He 
writes in warm praise of the coolness of 
the native crew whose stoadiness assisted 
very greatly in preventing panic among 
the many Chineso passengers. ‘The for- 
eigners of the deck and engine room 
staff also behaved exceedingly well under 
trying circumstances. Happily though 
the deck was covered with fragments of 
shells none actually struck the ship and 
there was no casualty or damago of any 
sort. 














22nd February. 

‘The “ Ostasiatische Lloyd” circulates the 
following :— 

We have just received advices from 
Chomulpo dated to the 15th inst. 

‘Two large Japanese transports, Sanuki 
Maru and Hakata Maru, arrived there 
on the 13th ; on the 14th large quantities 
of war materials were landed by 400 coolies 
brought by. the transports. Everything 
was done with the best of discipline. All 
preparations up to the minutest detail for 
a march into the interior have boon 
mado, 

‘The Japanese are constructing jetties 
of materials brought for the purpose from 
Japan. 

Absolute order and quiet are prevailing 
in Chemulpo, the Japanese soldiers be- 
having in an exemplary manner. By 
8 p.m. nightly the streets are deserted. 

During the engagement of the 9th the 
Japanese certainly lost one torpedo- 
boat, and it is believed they probably 
lost two vessels. 

‘Tho Corean fishermen report that on 
tho 10th the Japanese removed the funnels 
and masts from a wreck, apparently to 
remove all traces of their los 












23rd February. 


As wo have already stated, the time 
allowed for the Russian gunvessel Mand- 
jour to leave the harbour expired at 5 
p.m. on Sunday, but as far as can be seen, 
that vessel has taken no notice of the 
order given her, a course of action which 
she would not be permitted to follow in, 
for instance, Hongkong or Tsingtao. The 
Chinese authorities are naturally puzzled 
how to act ; the Taotai has been instruct- 
ed from Peking to enforce the neutralit 
rules for which there is internation 
sanction, but _thore seems seine reason 
foar that the Mandjour’s action is dolibe: 
ately designed e to involve China that 
Russia may be able to rofuse to respect 
her neutrality, as Japan has refused to 
rospect the neutrality of Corea. China has 
heen so strenuously advised by the Great 
Powers to remain neutral, with the will- 
ing assent of Japan, that it is not to be 
wondered at that she should hesitate to 
adopt severe measures in the present ease; 
but the Powers that have undertaken her 











‘tutelage will no doubt advise her what 
measures to take in the present difficulty 
The simplest thing, if it is thought in- 
expedient that Admiral Sah should tow 
the Mandjour out to sea, would be to 
remove some vital portion of her machin- 
ery, and so disable her as long as she 
remains outlawed in the port. It remains 
to be seen what steps will now be taken 
to enforce the order which was formally 
given by the Taotai on Saturday. 

‘Tho Japaneso cruiser Akitsushima loft 
Woosung yesterday, and as far as she is 
concerned, therefore, the neutrality of 
Shanghai has been strictly observed. 

A private letter dated the 19th inst. 


1d | from Weihaiwei, the writer of which had 


arrived the previous day from Shanghai, 
says :— 

“T saw no signs of any Japanese war- 
ship, so Captain Crown would have done 
well to have slipped awey. ‘I hear Port 
Arthur is full of men-of-war which are 
aground at low water. A Chinese rumour 
here says that two Japanese torpedo- 
boats got in on 13th-14th, and torpedoed 
some more of them, in a snowstorm, but I 
don't know what truth thore is in it.” 

The command of the First Japanese 
Army in Corea has been given to General 
Baron Kuroki. 

Japanese papers to hand by the mail 
add some few details but not much of 
importance to what was already known 
here in regard to the fighting which has 
80 far taken place. A Sascho message 
received by the “Jiji,” dated the Lith 
inst., reports that the Russian whaler 
Alexander was captured by two Japanese 
torpedo-boats off Tsushima island on the 
morning of the 10th inst., and was 
Drought to Saseho at 4 p.m. the same day. 
She was fully laden with blubber. The 
message further says that four Russian 
ships were also captured near Tsushima 
island on the 10th and taken to Sascho 
the following day. The Jiji, however, has 
beon getting some curious news lately, 
eg. that “a conflagration occurred in the 
native quarters at Shanghai and destroyed 
many buildings including the Russian 
Consulate.” 

The man arrested on suspicion of being 
a Russian spy, to whom reforence has 
already been made in this column, has 
been committed for trial: A Tokio paper 
states that the accused has been obtaining 
from Mr. Sei Hasegawa, a draughtsman 
belonging to the Yokosuka Naval Station, 
various reports and plans regarding that 
naval station, and that the reports relating 
to the Maizuru Naval Station were secured 
from Mr. Kyufu Seno, an expert belong- 
ing to that station. It is further stated 
by the paper that Messrs. Hascgawa and 
Seno had purpotely supplied the criminsl 
with false reports only. 

Items from the English papers aro that 
the first Secretary of the Fronch Legation 
took charge of Russia's interests on the 
14th inst and moved into the Russian Lega- 
tion —Acting on behalf of British residents 
in Chemulpo, Mr. Turner offered the use 
of the British hospital there, which is 
unoccupied at present, for the accom- 
modation both of Japanese and Russian 
wounded.—Mr. Motono, Japanese Miui- 
stor at Paris, learns on good authority 
that J tends to fleat there a loan’ 
million francs, which will bear 
of 5 per cent per 
‘annum and will be issued at the price of 
92 francs. ‘The date of the iseuc is 
not yet fixed. The Rothschilds, it is ra- 
moured, will probably lend 200 million 
francs to Russia. 

The native and foreign Press of Japan 
is, as was only to be expected, righteously 
indignant concerning the sinking of the 
































Nagonoura Maru by the four Russian 


warships in the Tsugarn Strait. The 
captain of the Zonsho Maru, whic 
escaped, states positively that no warning 
to stop or opportunity of surrender was 
given to these harmless little coasters be- 
fore they were fired on. The Nagonoura 
‘Maru went down and it was supposed af 
first that all on board perished. We now 
arn, however, that all except two were 
picked up by the Russians and taken 
prisoners but subsequently reloased. 

War stories, trne and imaginary, says 
the “Japan Times,” are gradually begin- 
ning to attract the attention of the public. 
The “Kokumin” has one which sounds like 
an extract from some novel, but it 
tobe true. In Chikuzen province, Kiushu, 
there is a shrine known as the Hakozaki 
Hachimangu, dedicated to the well-known 
warrior Hachimantaro -Yoshiiye, who 
flourished in the brave days of old. On 
the morning of the 5th inst., when prayers 
for a Japanese victory over the Russians 
were being conducted by tho priests, 
upwards of 700 doves belonging to tho 
shrine, dividing thomselve: into com- 
panies of 20 or 30 were seen bathing in 
turn in the toarai-backi, a big jar contain- 
ing water, standing in the procinets. 
About 7 o'clock in the evening, a tremen- 
dous noise was suddenly heard over tho 
roof of the shrine, and in a moment 
hundreds of doves, after hovering for a 
moment in the air, started in the direc- 
tion of the north-west, and have not yet 
returned. When the morning dawned, it 
was found that only 50 or 60 of thom 
were left behind as a sort: of reserve, all 
the rest having set out on what tho 
people call a “punitive expedition” in 
the direction indicated. The people of 
that place believe that this singular 
conduct of’ the birds is a good omen in 
the straggle with the Northorn Powor, on 
the strength of a similar phenomenon 
having been witnessed at the beginning 
of the late Japan-China war. 






































WAR LIES.

It is a temptation to publish parallel 
with “War News” a column of “ War 
Lies,” so numerous and so amusing aro 
the “Bunders” that continue to grow, 
amebe-like, apparently from nothing 
in particular. ‘The simile is better even 
that its prima facie appearance seemed 
to promise, since the amba isa pro- 
tozoon which perpetually. changes its 
form—an . animated mass of perfectly 
transparent moving matter. One of the 
perfectly transparent items in circula- 
tion just now is a Chofoo story, which 
has just offlorated in the “ Bangkok 
Times” and was last heard of in the 
“Singapore Free Press” as n “ special.” 
It states that the Russian steamer 
“Argun,” fom Nagasaki to Dalny, was 
fired on with blank ammunition by seven 
battleships, who thon steamed 
round her, and disappeared. 

‘There is a striking similarity of torms 
here used to describe their movements to 
the familiar phrases employed in'recording 
the behaviour af tho poriodical soa-serpent. 
AU that lime (28th January) Japan was 
supposed by tho Bangkok paper 
to be adopting Russian tactics to force 
war. An editorial comment which wo 
observed in another paper suggested that 
this was a naval practical joke, to show 
the Russians the contempt in which they 
were held by the gallant champions of 
bushido. 

Another perfectly transparent item is 
fitting up and down the Shanghai Bund, 























whispering that Admiral Alexeieff has in 
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his entourage a confidential Japanese 
body-servant who is sending home all the 
Russian plans. It was in that way that 
the Japanese learned the signal code 
which enabled them to get into Port 
Arthur harbour and do so much damage ! 

‘The poor gunboat Mandjour is still 
suffering 8 continuous bombardment of 
Bunders. One of the latest is that Cap- 
tain Crown has offered Tis. 60,000 for a 
pilot who will take his little craft out to 
Sea. So soon as they get into deep water, 
or soon as the Japanese cruiser is sighted, 
the pilot will be allowed to get off and 
paddle home. To mrke his safety surer 
still, the Japanese are to be requested 
not to fire until the pilot is well clear of 
the ship. And not a single pilot will 
volunteer ! 





CONTRABAND OF 
WAR 


A Japanese Declaration. 

The “ Japan Times” prints the follow- 
ing “Instruetion No. 1 of the Department 
of State for the Navy” :— 

It is hereby decided that the under- 
mentioned goods shall be regarded as 
contraband during the present war be- 
tween Japan and Russi 

1.—The following goods shall be treated 
‘as contraband of war in case they are 
going to pass through the enemy’s terri- 
tory or in caso they are destined for the 
‘onomy’s territory or his army or navy: 

‘Arms, ammunition, explosives and the 
raw materials thereof (including lead, 
saltpetre, sulphur, etc.), and apparatus for 
manufacturing them, ‘cement, uniforms 
and equipment of military ‘and naval 
men, armour plates, materials for the 
construction and equipment of men-of- 
war and other ships, and all other goods 
to be used solely for purposes of war. 

2.—The following goods shall be treat- 
ed as contraband of war in case they are 
destined for the enemy's army or navy, or 
in caso, from the nature of the locality in 
tho enemy’s territory to which they are 
bound, they may be considered to be 
intended for the use of the enemy’s army 
or navy ¢ 

Provisions, drinks, horses, harness, 
fodder, vehicles, coal, timber, money, 
gold and silver bullion, and materials for 
the construction of telegraphs, telephones, 
and railways. 

3.—Of the goods mentioned in the 
foregoing two clauses, those which on 
account of their quality or quantity may 
be judged to be evidently intended for 
the’ use of the ship that carries them 
shall not be treated as contraband.

SUBMARINE MINES. 


Sir George Clarke, who has been called 
home from the Governorship of Victoria to 
be one of the War Commission of three, 
which is to put the British Army to rights, 
js the author of the article on Submarine 
‘nes in the “ Encyclopedia Britannica.” 
His opinion, drawn from the history of 
warfare in which the submarine mine has 
Been employed, is that, except as a de- 
moralising force, it has little value. 
Extravagant claims have been advanced, 
he says, for this form of defence ; and

“Tn the Franco-German war the small 
Prussian navy was powerless. Kiel, 
Wilhelmshaven, and other ports wore 
defended by mines which. were not 
required, as the French flest was offec- 
tually prevented, on other ground, from 


‘od | attacks on the Prussian littoral. The only 


effect of the mines was to impede tho 
entry of German ships into their own 
ports, and thus to bring about several 
captures while the subsequent removal 
of the mine-fields led to a fatal accident.” 

And again “during the Spsnish-Amor- 
ican war mine-fields were laid in the 
approaches to New York, Philadelphia, 
and Boston. The result was an almost 
intolerable hindrance to traffic, which 
would have greatly facilitated the opera 
tions of a Spanish commerce destroyer, if 
such a vessel had been able to maintain 
herself off these ports 

“Tt may safely be assumed,” says Sir 
George, that hostile vessels will not enter 
cramped interior waters under effective 
fire, and the provision of a few guns in 
such cases is far more economical than an 
equipment of submarine mines. In any 
case the latter afford no protection 
against torpedo craft. As peculiar moral 
value has always beon claimed for this 
form of defence, the mining of channels 
will generally be proclaimed, whether it 
has been carried out or not.” 

Submarine mines may be roughly divid- 
ed into three classes: (1) Mechanical 
mines which once laid are uncontrollable, 
and ate fired automatically if struck by 
any passing vessel. (2) Electrically-con- 
trolled mines, connected by cables with 
the shore, and capable of being rendered 
active when struck. (3) Observation min 
laid on the ground or at depths greater 
than a ship's draught, and fired electri- 
cally from an observatory station whon & 
hostile vessel is ascertained to be within 
their sphero of action. 

‘The first class are so dangerous as to be 
inadmissible, except in cases where it is 
desired to close a channel alike to friend 
and foe. 

‘The second necessarily constitutes an 
obstruction to waterways, and involves 
special pilotage arrangements and delay 
to maritime traffic. Moreover, no mine 
which contains its own means of ignition 
is entirely free from danger ; and there is 
no evidence that such mines, even when 
nominally inactive, might not be fired if 
cut through by a sl 

The third class is 
on the ground of physical obstruction to 
waterways ; but unless the identification 
of an enemy's vessels can be absolutely 
guaranteed, it evidently involves great 
danger ; and in any caso it breaks down 
altogether as a protection in thick woather. 





























HONGKONG TO-DAY. 


ITS POSSIBILITIES IN THE 
FUTURE. 


Srectan to THE “NortH-CHmNa 
Dany News.” 





At this time when the eyes of the 
whole thinking world are directed to the 
Far East, and when the vision of the 
Political seer looks on the Orient with 
solemn and all-absorbing interest, it may 
not be amiss to view the inner life of 
Britain’s chief naval base, and seo whet 
steps aro being taken to render her what 
she should be, not only as a.stronghold in 
troublous times, but as a healthy centre 
of British Eastern trade and influence. 
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With the return of the summer 
decade will have passed since the plague 
in all its horrors first attacked Hongkong. 
Right through the years that have followed 
its birth there have been two special 
commissioners who have been sent out to 
examine into the sanitary condition of 
the colony, and their special reports in 
the archives of Downing Street, are, in 
the words of the Poet Laureate, simply 

New philosophies, policies new, new but 

like to the old, 

Fervent in faith at the birth, then 

questioned, railed at, obsolete, cold. 

It was at first thought that the prime 
factor in the dissemination of plague was 
rodent life. and the little creatures were 
purchased by the Goverment from the 
Chinese mudlarks who made the Harbour 
front their home; then it was statod 
that the people were too congested, and 
if something could be done to provide 
separate apartments or cubicles for each 
Chinese family, the evil would be met ; 
now it is considered that“ External air” 
is the sovereign remedy, and where light 
can penetrate into every compartment 
of a dwelling, plague germs cannot 
subsist. Travelling through Hongkong a 
few days ago I found every official 
from the Officer Adminstering the Govern- 
ment downwards, thoroughly alive to 
the importance of taking all the necessary 
steps conceivable to minimise evils which 
are necessarily consequent from protracted 
delays in dealing with epidemics. I 
found the ‘senior and plague inspectors, 
more especially in the Western district, 
out soon after the break of day turning 
out the Chinese residents in sections, and 
compelling them to withdraw all their chat- 
tels into the street for thorough cleansi 
while the houses themsely 
lime-washed and thorough! 
1 took tho trouble to investigate into the 
stops recently taken by the Sanitary 
Board to provide bathing accommoda- 
tion for the lower class of Chinese, and 
inspected the baths and wash-houses at 
both East and West Points. I found the 
Chineso cheerfully undergoing their ablu- 
tions in topid water and taking kindly to 
the efforts put forth for their personal 
cleanliness. I visited many of their 
dwellings in company with the district 
officers, and saw the house to house 
visitation carried out in every detail, and 
Tam convinced that notwithstanding the 
shortcomings of the past the colony is 
being well cloansed to meet any pos- 
sible recurrence of the plague during the 
coming season. 

‘There is, however, one point in connec- 
ion with the work of sanitation in Hong- 
kong into which, unfortunately, consider- 
able local feeling has been imported. The 
Public Health and Buildings Ordinance 
(No. 1 of 1903), which was the outcome of 
expert opinion as to what should be the 
proper form of a dwelling to meet the 
peculiar conditions prevailing in Hong- 
kong, has been amended, and officials, as 
well as property owners, declare that ‘the 
amendment has made the last condition 
of things worse than the first. In my 
conversation with property owners they 
declared that the Government was in 
a fog over the whole thing, and the 
officials responsible for carrying out 
the amended law declared it to be a 
farce, and that buildings erected here- 
after’ would be simply hot-beds of 
plagne and other diseases. Through the 
Government I was enabled to secure from 
Dr. Pearse, the Acting Medical Officer of 
Health, and from Mr. Carter, a sanitary 






























expert employed in the colony, their views 
on the construction of a awelling-house 
which would be rat-proof, and’ would 
provide external air from basement to 


















ummit, and fortified with these I went 
out principally during the night and early 
mom to see for myself the true conditions 
ofthings. While I found precautions were 
taken by rat-funnels to prevent the little 
ones getting ashore from the steamers, 
they were leaving their homes in the 
junks, and over the bows of the little 
craft were running ashore during the 
quietness of the night; and while tho 
Government rat-catchers were spreading 
themselves out for slumber the rodents 
were creeping into the open houses, 
climbing up the stairs, and entering 
by the first means available the open 
spaces between ceilings and roofs. En- 
tering into many of tho larger dwellings 
in courso of erection I was enabled to 
see many lower compartments intended 
for individual family life absolutely 
deprived of light, and others whero ex- 
ternal air could never reach. ‘Thus, while 
both civil and official opinions differed as 
to the right form of dwelling to con- 
struct to cope with the inroads of plague 
germs upon the populace, whole blocks 
of buildings have been run up, and now 
condenmed as being built contrary to law 
and sanitary science. This in itself is 
indeed unfortunate, for every step towards 
spreading out the colony both eastward 
and westward in view of the opening out 
of the electric traction in a few months, 
should not be missed. 


The possibilities of the fature of Hong- 
kong are greater than of any other British 
possession East of Suez. With a clean bill 
of health she isa naval base of primary 
importance in the Dominions over the 
seas. The Admiralty Dock at Kowloon 
has during the Inst month repaired 
and recoated helow the water-line over 
seventy-eight thousand tonnage of British 
men-of-war in eight days, and the coal 
supply to-day is sufticiont. to banker 
the squadron seven times over without 
dislocating the ordinary mail and tramp 
steamship traffic.

square miles of ture land upon 
which cattle rearing could be underteben 
successfully as a private commercial en- 
terprise, as well as a Government under- 
taking to meet any emergency such as a 
Reremptory blockade of “Hongkong. 
Vegetable produets can be grown there 
and the cultivation extended to fruit, or 
green peas, and a preparation of the soil 
would provide good scope for tea planta- 
tions not an unknown quantity in the 
inland region towards Yunnanfu. I spoke 
to several Chinese commercial gentlemen 
whom I met inwards from Kowloon, and 
they assured me that they would readily 
launch out in large efforts at vegetable 
production if the Government would with- 
draw their restrictions upon the land, 
and give Crown leases at progressive 
rentals to admit of an almost immediate 
return for outlay and labour ded on 
tilling the soil. Dr. Gibson, the Colonial 
Veterinary Surgeon, advocated the im- 
portation of shorthorn bulls for stud pur- 
poses on the same lines now adopted by 
the Japanese farmers, but admitted that 
all the best of the imported cattle found 
its way to Manila, while the colony was 
left with two thousand head for local con 
sumption with one hundred in reserve for 
the troops. When tliis is considered in 
conjunction with the fact that most of 
the food-stuffs are imported from Canton, 
it will be seen how desirable it és to cul- 
tivate the New Territory so as to make 
it of some use to the colony, instead of 
what it has been semi-officially described 
in some quarters, “a pure white elephant. 

Possibly when the British conoessionaires 
build their contemplated line from Kow- 



































loon to Canton to connect with the Can- 
ton-Hankow system, something will bo 
done to develop the New Territory, rich in 
verdure, and in a great part with mineral 
wealth. Whatever may be done, from all 
points of view the colony deserves con- 
siderable attention, and eve step taken 
to enhance her future should receive the 
fullest oncouragement. and support.

ON TO PORT ARTHUR. H 

Tho night was spent in reconnoitring, | 
‘every vessel being on guard. The sea ran 
high, and the destroyers in the rear seem 
to have suffered terribly. 

The 8th dawned very fine. The 
squadron did not sail direct for Shantung 
Promontory, lest we should be observed 
by the Russians, but made for Yuentao, 
the Third Fleet’ leading in order to re- 
connoitre. The First and Second Fleets, 
flanked by the destroyers, followed. At 
6 p.m. it was decided that the destroyers | 
should attack the enemy. The Coi 
mander-in-Chief signalled, “ Blow up the 
enemy’s squadron! I wish success to 
all!” Some destroyers replied that they 
would succeed, while others declared that 
they would fight to the last. On their’ 
departure, the entire crew of the squadron | 
‘came on deck and saluted. 

‘The first, second, and third detachments 
of the flotilla made for Port Arthur, | 
while tho fourth went to Dalny. ‘The 
main squadron sailed in the direction of | 
Chefoo. | 

‘THE PIRST ENGAGENENT. ! 

Tho detachment that went to Dalny 
returned as there were no Russian war- : 
ships there. Those which went to Port | 
Arthur found the enemy, as expected. 
‘They fired torpedoes, and hit four Russian 
warships. Tho latter shelled us heavily 
but failed to hit us, 

Our squadron kept close watch through 
the night. ‘Tho Ohitose was sent out the 
next morning for the purpose of recon- 
noitring. Near Port Arthur, she met the 
stoamship Foochow, carrying the Japanese 
residents from Port Arthur to Chefoo. 
‘Tho Chitose ascertained that at least two 
Russian warships seemed to be settling 
down, and reported to the Commander- 
in-Chief to that effect. He at once 
decided to execute a general attack and 
concentrated the whole squadron. Of 
Port Arthur the Tal 


















was issued at 11 am, Luncheon having 
alrondy boon served, Vice-Admiral Togo 
and his staff oficers had just poured ont 
champagno when it was reported that the 
enemy’s ships were in sight. We drank 
the health of the Emperor and then gave 
three shouts to Banzai. The next moment 
wo were on the bridge and found the 
enomy at a distance of 10,000 metres. 
‘THE BATTLE. 

Golden Hill was observed at noon. 
Only five or six Russian warships were 
sen ling forth smoke. As to the others, 
which were all on an uneven keel, retreat 
was impossible, but nothing seemed less 
to their taste than to fight, even under the 
protection of the forts. 

‘Tho Mikasa fired the first shot, and the 
other vessels followed. Some of the 
enemy's shots hit us, but caused very 
small damage. Almost all our shots 
told and the “Shimose.” powder was so 
effective that where our projectiles hit, 
they seattored destruction. ‘The Asahi, 
Izumo, and Azuma, were not struck even 
once. ‘The Third Fleet was stationed far 
in the rear. Each ship fired for 10 
minutes on an average and I was wounded 
in five minutes. 

Firing was not renewed. All the 
Princes of the Blood on board were safe. 
Prince Kacho, on board the Mikasa, direct- 
ed the 12-in. gun in person and hit the 
enomy’s ship. Prince Yamashina, on the 
Yakumo, also fought bravely. 

The squadron celebrated the “Kigen- 
sets” elsowhere—“Japan Times.”

NOTES. 


‘Tue “Hongkong Daily Press” says :-— 

‘The steamship Sado Maru, of the Japan 
Mail Steamship Company, which arrived 
‘at the Royal Albert Docks on the 12th 
ult., arrived two days ahead of her sched- 
uled time, Her vovage from Marseilles 
had been watched with some anxiety 
by the Company in view of the number 
of Russian war-ships which are known to 
be in the Mediterranean and in the 
Straits. A Press representative, in con- 
versation with one of the officers yester- 
day, ascertained that a declaration of war 
between Japan and Russia had been ex- 
pected daily throughout the vessel's voy- 
age, and great was the relief of the crew 
on arrival at each successive port to ascer- 
tain that hostilities had not been com- 








' menced. The first occurrence, however, to 


arouse the apprehension of the officers 


| was the presence of a Russian volunteer 


cruiser, heavily armetl, at Hongkong on 
the arrival of the Sado Maru there. ‘The 
Russian ship was still in port when the 
steamer left Hongkong, but on reaching 
Singapore there again was the same cru- 
isor riding at anchor, having passed the 
Sado Maru on the voyage. ‘The Russian 
vessel followed the Japanese steamer 
to Colombo, and it was only 
after leaving ‘that port that the captain 
got rid of his unweleome companion. In 
the Mediterranoan the officers kept a 
sharp look-out, but Marseilles was reach- 
ed without interference, although several 
Russian torpedo-boats were sighted in 
the neighbourhood of Malta. ‘The steamer 
left the French port for London as the 
Sado Maru. The same night a remarkable 
change was offected in her appearance. 
Her Japanese name was obliterated, 
the black funnel of the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha boats became red, while other al- 
torations were made in the vessel's app 
ance, and, to complete the change, the 
vessel was rechristened the Banin. Then 
to get quickly out of the Mediterrancan, 
the captain steamed on rapidly. For- 
tunately for the Sado Maru rough weather 
was experienced during the latter part of 
the voyage, and no torpedo-boats could 
have lived in the heavy seas. Once in 
the shelter of the English Channel, the 
Sado Maru was safe from molestation, 
and steps were then taken to restore the 
ship to its original appearance. 
‘Tue “ Hongkong Telegraph” says :— 
It will be remembered that on Novem- 
ber Gth the cruiser Amphitrite struck a! 
coral reef 30 miles off Singapore and had 
tocome to Hongkong for repairs. We 
reported the accident at the time, and it 
will be of interest to learn what somo of 
those aboard have written home about 
their experince. Ono of them wrote from 
Hongkong that the cruiser was going at 
13 knots when she “went crash into an 
unknown and uncharted coral reef, 
which made this gigantic four-funneller 
jump into the air and shake and tremble 
like a terrified dog. Thanks to double 
bottoms, he eurvived, however, ond ma 
to got back in Hongkong. An 
wae here’ are ‘bunlreda of Ohinamen 
knocking the bottom out. It is bent up 
like a tin can, and will take till about 15th 
January to put right, so you can guess 
that we had a decent bump. These coral 
reefs are generally found by the loss of a 
ship. Everybody aboard and elsewhere 
thinks we are extremely lucky to get off 
solightly, andso dol. If we had been 
another 16 yards to starboard we should 
have struck in three fathoms of water— 
18 fect—and we wore drawing 27 fect ; 
































then there would have been no more 
Amphitrite and no more of us, as the 
place is infested with Johnny’ Sharks, 
who find white men more palatable than 
niggers.” 

‘Tue following telegram, dated Chumbi, 
25th January, is from the Delhi “Morning 
Post” :— 

According to bazaar gossip the Tibetans 
have been reinforced by 905 men, and 
three cannons, which are described as 
capable of carrying the distance of a day's 
march, viz., some eighteen miles. After 
annihilating the British Mission at Tuna, 
the Tibetans will take up a position on 
the hills four miles west of Phari and 
open a fort. A rumour like the above is 
reported in Phari fort every evening with 
pantomimic gestures, which cause great 
amusement. Tt scems that the lesson given 
by the British in 1888 is forgotten, and 
that the Tibetans believe the impossible. 
The ignorance and credulity of the people 
make it likely there will before long be 
some futile outburst of opposition, which 
will be followed in all probability by 
procipitate flight. A more credible ru- 
mour reports that the rifle taken from 
Lieutenant Grant at Phari is now with 
the Tibetans at Khambugong, who ex- 
pect to do great execution with it, but 
up to the present they have been unable 
to take off the bayonet or open it.

Kitchenor’s tour was to take in the 
Madras Presidency in Febraary.—Tho 
question of “Industrial Schools,” the most 








modern educational problem, is receiving 
the attention of the Indian Government. 
In England, ‘Industrial Schools” 
understood to be reformatories for erring 
youth, but here the title indica 
institutions for technical _ training. 
It was discovered that in India, the 
impression produced by them, either upon 
industrial development or upon industrial 
education, had been relatively small. A 
Committee was appointed to investigate 
the conditions, and the Report of that 
Committee had just (15th January) been 
published. Its ‘central recommendation 
practically in favour of a total change 
in the system ; that industrial instruction 
in India should be organised upon tho 
mode of the Casonova boys’ artisan school 
at Naples, which aims at giving training 
alike mental, moral, and manual, in 
order to produce good citizens, hone: 
men, and skilful artisans—The “Bom- 
bay Gazette” that exports of 
Indian cotton to Yunnanfu are falling 
off because a satisfactory cloth is now 
being manufactured locally—The same 
paper reports, on 2ist January, that the 
Lamas have declared they will’ appeal to 
Russia if the British advance continues, 
and that fighting is expected—The Bom: 
bay Chamber of Commorce received a 
letter from the Decimal Association of 
London, announcing the probability of a 
Bill for the adoption of the metric weights 
and measures being shortly read in the 
Lords. In the lotter was this significant 
remark: “The principal point to bear in 
mind is the fact that the people here 
are very ready just now to listen favour- 
ably to the recommendations of our 
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colonies and dependencies.” Can it be'that 
a certain retired statesman, whose name 
was often read in connection with the 
four-point-seven, is also one of the men 
behind the guns of the Decimal Associa- 
tion, which is so convinced that fractions 
are vulgar ?—Tho “Sind Gazette” has 
been honoured by an official communica- 
tion from a Government’department, re- 
questing it to give the name of the cor- 
respondent who recently supplied it with 
the news that a blizzard had taken place 
in a certain part of India, the reason be- 
ing given that they could not have 
obtained the information except through 
abreach of faith on the part of one of 
the department's subordinates. This quaint 
demand, probably an outcome of the pro- 
posed Official Secrets Bill, should have 
received the reply that, owing to the 
Newspaper Office Secrets Law, it would bo 
a breach of faith to tell. 

Crvtox, according to the “ Observer,” 
is exporting much more than spiey breezes 
now. Rubber is at last taking strong 
position in the list of exports. Nearly 
42,000 pounds weight for a start is far 
from being unsatisfactory—The Maha- 
rajah of Kapurthala, who was a recent 
guest of the Emperor of Japan, said in 
Colombo on the 29nd January that 
although both Japan and Russia were fully 
propared for war, he was of opinion that 
4 peaceful settlemont was possible. ‘This 
might.be evidence of a genuine hope on 
the part of his Imperial host, or it may 
have been only an echo of what he heard 
everybody saying. It was known in Japan 
Quring his visit that a large number of 
Tapanese soldiers (nearly two brigades) 
had landed in Corea as civilians. —Tho tea 
crop estimate, prepared by the Dimbula 
Planters’ Association, is nearly half a 
million ahead of last year—The Colombo 
Oil Mills Co. is sending as exhibit to St. 
Louis Exposition thirteen enormous pack- 
ages, showing the vast number of articles 
that’ may be produced from the cocoa 
palm. 

‘Tue Admiralty evidently contemplates, 
says the “L. and C. Express,” the exten- 
sive adoption of oil fuel for warships in the 
near future. Three old gunboats at Ports- 
mouth have been transformed into oil 
hulks, their engines, boilers, guns, and 
everything below deck having beon remov- 
ed and roplaced by tanks for oil, with a 
pump by which the fluid may be raised for 
filling oil tanks on battleships. Experi: 
ments are still being made on board the 
destroyer Surly, and the destroyer Spiteful 
is being prepated for a series of trials. 
The old battleship Sultan is having her 
furnaces adapted for oil burning, and it is 
proposed to carry out a series of experi- 
ments on her with various kinds of oil and 
different modes of combustion. Classes 
of stokers will also be trained to use 
the liquid fuel, so as to produce the 
maximum of heat with the minimum of 
smoke. ‘The battleships Mars and Hanni- 
bal, on returning to Portsmouth, will have 
the whole of their furnaces adapted for 
oil. At prosent they use coal in half the 
furnaces. The oil furnaces have so far 
given encouraging results, and the ex- 
tonsion of the system is no doubt the 
result of tho experiences gained in the 
summer manoouvres, during which the oil 
fuel was in constant uso. 

Parricctars of a wonderful new motor 
invented by Mr. Peter Thornley, a 
Burton-on-Trent engineer, are_givon by 
the “Manchester Guardian.” The invent- 
ion is of such importanco that its 
development may result in express rail- 
way engines running at twice the present 
speed, at only half the cost, or the

‘New York in three days. Almost small 
enough to be carried in a typewriter caso, 
and so compact that everything is enclos- 
ed except the driving wheels, the new 
motor is capable of developing 1,500 
revolutions per minute, giving 15 horse- 
power, under a boiler pressure of say 200Ib 
tothe square inch. In even the best 
railway locomotives the steam is 
admitied after the piston has moved 
from 5in. to Sin. along the cylinde-, thus 
forming a vacuum several hundreds of 
cubie inches in extent, to be filled up 
before an ounce of power is exerted. 
Mr. Thornley has devised a valve which 
will admit a given quantity of steam 
‘at the very commencement of the stroke, 
and so nicely adjusted that the ex- 
pansive force of the steam admitted 
is just sufficient to drive the piston to 
the end of its journey. The most modest 
estimate of the saving in coal is 25 
per cent, while the simplicity of the 
motor is such that its initial cost is 
much cheaper than existing types. It 
is actually claimed that one ton of coal, 
will produce as much power as eight tons 
with existing types. It can be worked 
just as well with compressed air as with 
‘steam.—*St. James's Budget.” 

We note that though the “Eastern 
World” of Yokohama has been the 
strongest advocate of peace throughout 
the negotiations between Japan and 
Russia, Japan's statement of her case has 
now convinced it of the justice of Japan’s 
contentions. In its issue of the 13th 
instant it says 
‘omura, the Japanese Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, has furnished the 
representatives of the Tokio Press a cor 
cise statement of the course of negoti 
tions with Russia, which we publish in 
another column, and we must say that 
the extreme moderation and patience 
shown by the Japanese Government in its 
demands conclusively proves that tho 
rupture is entirely due to the procrastina- 
tion of Russia and to the arrogant neglect 
with which tho Japanese requests were 
treated. Tho foreign Press of Japan is 
unanimous in this view. Japan desired 
safety and the establishment of conditions 
calculated to make that poaco a lasting 
one. Nothing was asked of Russia for 
which not a full and equitable equivalent 
was given, that might not have been 
granted by Russia at sight to mutual 
advantage. In the absence of any 
authentic information, therefore, the long 
delay on the part of Russia caused the 
impression here that Japan had made 
much farther reaching demands than has 
turned out to be the case, so that much 
less would be accepted in the end. 

‘We now see, however, that no more 
was asked at first than at last, and, above 
all. no more than the interests and the 
safety of the State demanded. Those 
demands then having been for months 
before the Russian Government, which 
professed the most peaceable intenti 
whilst at the same time straining every 
nerve in preparations for war, the com- 
plaint that Japan did not wait for Russia's 
reply beforebreaking off negotiations falls 
to the ground even in the faco of Russi 
friends.

‘Mixed Court, Case of Chow Fu-seng.— 
‘The following ‘correspondence, on the 
subject of the illegal removal of this 
native from the Settlement, is ordered 
for publication 

Shanghai, 2nd February, 1904. 

Siz,—We, the undersigned committee 
of the native banks, residents, and 
ratepayers in the Settlement, beg to bring 
to your notice the following in connection 
with the case of Chou Fu-seng. 

‘We have been given to understand that 
owing to our recent petition, through the 
Chamber of Commerce, to the Taotai to 
instruct the City Magistrate to have Chu 
Fu-seng taken from the Mixed Court 
to his (the City Magistrate's) Court 
and to compel him to declare and 
surrender his other properties for dis- 
charging his liabilities in a more 
satisfactory manner, the Consular and 
‘Municipal Bodies have considered this as 
‘a breach of regulation and have com- 
municated with the Taotai that this man 
should be taken out to the Mixed Court 
again, and that if such is the case, we 
beg respectfully to submit that it will 
tend to destroy trade. 

We therefore most respectfully state 
the full particulars of the case and request 
that the Municipal Body will take the 











matter into consideration on next 
meeting. 
‘As Chou Fu-seng is a native merchant 





and failed some time ago with liabilities 
to foreign and native creditors to the 
amount of over Tis. 110,000, out of 
which he owed ‘tis. 20,000 to foreign 
creditors, Messrs. Carlowitz & Co., and 
others, who sued him in the International 
Mixed Court, and he owed over T's. 
95,000 to our native bankers, and we 
joined in suit, and after several hearings, 
it was decided by the Magistrate and 
Assessors concerned that the assets of the 
firm of Tung Fah-chang, of which Chou is 
proprietor, be handed over by the de- 
fondant to liquidate his liabilities, and 
assets realised about Tis. 10,000 
only, that bout one-tenth of his 
whole indebtedness. The foreign credi- 
Tors who did not know that Chou ad other 
properties, were and had to be, satisfied 
with the judgment rendered, therefore 
the caso in the Mixed Court, as far as 
foreign creditors are concerned, was 
ettled, but our native bankers knew that 
Chou had goods conveyed to others as 
soon as he had failed in business and he 
had interests in firms is Canton, Chin- 
kiang, Hankow and other ports, therefore 
wo are obliged to petition to Taotai for 
the above practice. Should wo be able to 
get anything more out of Chou through 
the City Magistrate we are quite willin 

thet the fareign, creditors’ concerned 
should havo a fair share. 

Now our object in wishing to have Chou 
taken before the City Magistrate is be- 
cause the City Magistrate has more 
efficient means than the Mixed Court 
fagistrate in compelling the debtor to 
discharge his liabilities to his creditors, 
as he could have the official rank of the 
debtor cancelled or have him punished 
while under detention and he could 
deliver Chow's property from the other 
ports, while, as you are aware, Sir, the 
criminal power of the Mixed Court 
Magistrate, is limited, and he could not 
efficiently force a debtor to pay what he 
can pay. 

For the above reason, we beg most 
respectfully to bring to your notice that if 
Chou should be allowed to have his ways 
approved and backed up by the Consular 
and Municipal Bodies by making them 























their authority in having him 
taken to the city without the concurrence 
of the assessors, it would be almost 
impossible for our native bankers to 
carry on business safely in the future if 
all their debtors could thus evade their 
liabilities. The payment will be made in 
an indefinite period and we shall be 
utterly ruined. While Chou, who failed 
in payment, has his firms in other ports, 
he can have comfortable time himself. 
We hope that this is not the true inten- 
tion or desire of foreigners. 

Moreover we sued the case to Taotai 
after the settlement with the foreign 
creditors by Mixed Court. It is also a 
purely mercantile case and has nothing 
to do with politics. 

For the sake of the business importance 
therefore we trust your leniency, justifics- 
tion and influence that should there be a 
little breach in the Settlement Regulations 
we must beg your excuse, Chou Fu-seng the 
dishonest merchant not to be protected, 
and Consular Body to be requested not 
to communicate any further with Taotai 
on the ease, We are sure that by leaving 
Chou in the custody of the City Magistrate! 
oth the foreign and Chinese creditors 
would have a better chance of getting 
payment. 

‘As we are residents aud ratepayers of 
the Settlement we trust that this applicn- 
tion will meet with your favourable con- 
sideration.

Chou Fu-seng be returned to the Foreign 
Settlement without delay. The Mixed 
Court is entirely competent to deal with 
a civil suit of this kind in a regular and 
effective manner and the Couneil cannot 
but regret that native merchants, of high 
standing such as your Guild represents, 
should have taken action for the fur- 
therance of their own interests in direct 
violation of the rules established for the 
better order security and administration 
of the Settlement. 

‘The Council trusts that you will take 
steps in your power to obtain the 
immediate return of the defendant and 
his proper prosecution at the Mixed 
Court, since his continued detention in 
the Shanghai Hsien’s Yamén is entirely 
inadmissib!

Yangkingpang.—Letter from the French * 
Council is submitted replying to the first 
and fourth paragraphs of the Council’s 
letter of 12th October last. This document 
is ordered for publication. 

Translation of letter from the French 

Council, dated 8th February, 1904, 

Sim,—In continuation of my letter of 
the 28th December last and in reply to 
paragraphs 1 and 4 of your letter of the 
Lith October, 1903, relating to the culvert- 
ing of the Yangkingpang, I am directed to 
communicate to you the views of the 
French Council on this subject. 

Paragraph 1—As regards paragraph 1 
of your letter of the 12th October for the 
services of the Police an arrangement 
might easily be made between the Mun- 
cipal Council and the French Consular 
authorities on the following basis 

‘The foot-path would be divided into 
two equal parts running from East to West, 
Along the line in the middle, which would 
form the limit, electric lamps would 
be placed at regular intervals as is done 
on the Quai de France. Experience has 
shown the convenience of such an installa- 
tion. Indicators would be fixed on the 
North and South sides of these electric 
lamp-posts showing the respective sides 
of the French Municipality and thet of 
the Municipal Council. ‘The cost. of in- 
stalling such lamps and of the lighting 
would be borne in equal parts by the two 
Municipalities, the electric current being 
furnished by ‘the International Settle- 
ment. 

‘The French Police would then naturally 
take charge of the administration and of 
vehicular traffic on the southern side of 
the foot-path, while the International 
Police would function on the Northern 
side of the line of electric lights. 

Paragraph 4.—As regards paragraph 4, 
the Council considers that there is no rea~ 
son to consult the Chinese authorities 
who are in no way interested in the ques- 
ion and whose opinion has never been re- 
quired, at least on the French Settlement, 
for any public works that have been ex- 
ecuted.

T am not at ali sure that without some 
dredging it would be possible afterwards 
to maiatain the chanel I propose for the 
smaller plan of bunding, and certainly not 
after a few yours further deteriora’ion of 
the creek. 

I understant that Mr. Tyler’s channvl 
would require 875,000 cub. ft, or say 
$2,400 cub, yards of dredging »s measured 
in sito. 

For the smaller plan I find that this 
should be about 7,630 cub. yards, and as iv 
is highly probable that the stream of the 
creck will nat be able even to maintain 
the anuller channel, it is doubly certain 
that the larger one would not “h ld out 
long. 

It is possible, however, that Mr | Tyl-r's 
plan of regulating the mouth would ‘fit ia 
well if connected with a plan +f improve- 
ment of the creck it-elf, but on this sore 
subject the Council does not exiress itself. 

fo doubt, the Souchow Creek has be- 
come a very important waterway, but it is 
also a fact! hatwhilst growing in importance 
year by year, it has at the same time grown, 
wn is still’ growing worse and worse by 
ting. 

"This waterway bas been treated all the 
time os if it were only an ordinary drain 
cans] and not a tidal stream of muddy water 
fo it renily i The setting of mud along its 
course from various course: has been very 
much aggravated by a number of bridges 
successively built across it. 

From the Public Garden upwards there 
are not less than eight bridges over a dis- 
tance of 1,700 yards, and every one of these 
resting on numbers of piles each curtailing 
the stream. 

It seems to me impo sible properly to 
improve, or rather to restore, th» streain 
in this course except in a radical way ; ani 
as this would require quite a iarge amount 
of money, which I think cersiuly not 
available now, I believe that for the 
present it must be left as an open question 

‘Now the treatment of the Soochow Creek 
having to be left for the present as an open 

wuestion, I think it advisable to leave the 
final treatment of its mouth in the seme 
pendency, and meanwhile carry out the 
smaller plan of bundling in the im-nner as 
described above. 

Restoration of the stream along the Soo- 
chow Oreek.—By nv'ural cvuses and by 
tide killing in vations ways, see my river 
report of January 1898, $§ 23 »nd 29, the 
stream along the creek is in couse of 
dying out. 

Tu the interest of Shanghai and its trade 
inland this cannot at all be permitted 
to go on indefinitely. If not so now 
already, a radical restoration of the 
stream must s-on become « burning ques- 
tion for the Shanghai authorities. 

‘Ther. fore I corsider it ow out of place 
here to say what probably such a restora- 
tion would mean. 

Rebuilding the bridges.—The lower sec- 
tion of the creek wher the flvodtide 
runs up, i.e. the stream through the town 
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of Shanghai is «f course th» dirtiest, 
ani here is the tendency of the water 
to settle by far the greatest. There are 
the bridges so badly at work ia killing 
the stream, and tae only r medy ag ist 
this evil would be to ree-nstruct the 
bridges, or to build new ones havin sjans 
of ~ay xt least 150 ft. ia the middle. 

Dredging —Excavating the str -am-bed 
an! dredging th chaunel to a proper depth 
and width as may b- fond desirable. 

Fixing the borders.—Fixing the borders 
fallen, or no falling away and preventing 
hy all meaus ad m-asures any further 
caving of shorers and concaves.

A Reported Skirmish between 
Chinese and Russ ans. 

‘The “ Universal Gazette” hears that # 
body of Russian troops has come to blows 
with a Chinese force belonging to General 
Ma Yi-k’un’s command, outside Shanhai- 
kuan and on the Heinmintun Railway, 
the Russians being the aggressors. 
same paper furthor states that General 
Ma Yti-k'un has himself gone to the sceno 
of disturbance with reinforcements. 
Preparing for a Long Siege. 

‘The “ Sinwenpao” learns from a Chefoo 
telegram that the Russian military 
authori at Viadivostock have issued a 
proclamation ordering a large number of 
the inhabitants of that port to leave 
owing to the limited quantity of grain 
stored there. It is believed that the 
Russians are expecting to undergo a 
protracted siege at Vladivostock and are 
therefore taking steps to send away all 
useless and superfluous people from the 
port before it becomes too late.

A Peking dispatch to hand states that 
the enlightened Prince Su has asked per- 
mission from the Throne to be allowed to 
command the foreign-modelled Manchu 
Banner troops now being organised by 
Tieh Liang, Vice-President of the Board 
of War, of whom it is estimated there will 
be 25,000 well-armed and well-equipped 
men by the middle of March next ready 
for active service. The Mongol Prince 
ef Kharachin, also an enlightened person 
and the first Mongol Prince within two 
centuries who has been to Shanghai and 
southern ports, has also asked to be allow- 
ed to lead his Mongol tribesman (15,000 
strong) to reinforce General Ma Yii-kun’s 
forces on the western banks of the Liao 
river in Lower Manchuria.

Another Attack on Port Arthur, 
Where is the Japanese fleet and what 
is it doing? In the absonce of definite 
news this is the question being asked, 
and it is being answered in a variety of 
ways. Some regard the silence as an 
indication of inactivity forced on tho: 
Japanese by losses in the early actions, 
of which the outer public has been kept 
in ignorance. It would be strange in- 
doed if losses, so sorious as they arc 
made out to be, could be concealed for 
so long a period. A more reasonable 
explanation is based on the news which 
comes from the Russian side. Whatever 
their frionds may say, the Russians them- 











selves have realised’ that they are at a| 


serious disadvantage on the sea in the 
Pacific, and they can do nothing as yet 
at all events but remain on the defensive 
under their forts at Port Arthur.

(From Messrs. Noél, Murray &: Go. Piece Goods Trade Report of 25th February, 1904. 


Since the date of our last Report the Native New Year holidays intervened and suspended trade entirely for a week. The annual 
settlement of accounts appears to have been satisfaetorily arranged in most all branches of business, the only one that suffered at all heavily 
being Sill. ‘Tea didwell, and also Banking, while the Piece goods dealers r to divide about a million and a half of taels, though 
Pethaps not very evenly. Stl, considering the very exceptionally tying times they went through during the last thirteen moons it i & 
Tnatter for congratulation that the result was so good, and will enable the trade to be carried on, even during the depressing period at present 
ahead of it, with more confidence and hopefulness than would otherwise have been the case. The apprehensiveness that not unnaturally 
existed concerning the future course of trade on account of the political situation has been somewhat allayed by the initial successes of the 
JAPANESE fleet, whereby interport trade will be less liable to interruption, and bat for the unfortunate presence in Port of an isolated RUSSIAN 
ghost intercourse with JAPAN by the steamers ‘of that country could be resumed. The River trade is quite unimpeded, and although the 

fnsurance Companies are charging as much as two per ceat for War risk on goods in Chinese steamers and a half per cent on ENGLISH 
steamers for the NORTHERN PoRTs it seems to be quite unnecessary. 

“Whe market nominally opened on the 22nd inst. with a few of the usual complimentary purchasés, but buyers apear to have found some 
Aiffculty in finding Importers with available cargo who were willing to sell. However, some 1,500 packages have been booked, chfefly 
medium makes of Grey and White Shirtings of all weights. Buyers then stopped to see what the results of the Auctions would be, and, 
considering Exchange, was fully 5% lower when the last Yves Foxe sale took place, the prices realised this morning were distinctly 
‘satisfactory, although it must not be overlooked that the quantity was considerably reduced. 

‘The fnancial position, not only here but all over CHINA, promises to be the great drawback to trade again this year. The Native 
Banks have been unusually late in starting business. although nominally opened, and the distribution of credits to their constituents is greatly 
restricted. ‘They have fonnd it very difficult to get in outstanding accounts and, itis said, are short fully ten lacs that should have come down 
from NEWCHWANG before settling day, but unfortunately the outbreak of hostilities caused such a serious drop in Exchange there it was 
impossible to remit. ‘TIENTSIN is not yet out of the wood, and in spite of her seemingly growing prosperity is just as devoid of money and 
cradit as ever, many of the old accounts carried over from 1902 being still owing to the Banks here. It is to be anticipated in consequence 
that business with that market will continue to be a hand to mouth one, only such goods being sent up as are required for immediate 
consumption and for which cash can be paid. The prospects for trade with the YANGrsz& Ports are Very good indeed, but for the lack of 
Snancial faites. Shippers are ready and anxious vo send goods ‘Corea, but there are no means of doing so at present. No doubt that 
will be managed when the JAPANESE steamers resume their run 

‘The river Petito is reported open unusually early and already steamers have been despatched from here. but taking only about 5,000 
bales of Yarn and Piece goods, of which the former comprise the bulk. The Tugs and lighters were to have been undocked yesterday, and 
the steamers are expected to get up to the Bund this spring tide. Moderate supplies have already been going up via CittNa-WaN-TA0, 

‘The Maxcuusren market is firm at the slight reduction which has taken place there, but no orders are going through from this 
under present circumstances. After dropping to 6.944. for M1p AseRican Cotton has since recovered to 7.400. Eorencas has remained 
about steady at ofed. The Export for this month promises to be fairly large again, it amounting to 15.000,000 yards for the two weeks 
ending the 19th inst.

‘There is very litle reliable news ofthe New Yors market, engutis for quotations only evoking quite impossible prices, The wade 
will have to eke out what there is here already, for a fair quantity of the goods ordered in the late Autumn were resold in New York, and 
nce the 19th October the shipments to Cu1Na have only been 8,353 packages, a portion of which arrived before the close of last year. 

"The market for INDIAN Yarns has been active at an advance, a fair quantity of No. 10s. being taken for TiExTsIN and Crt&F0o and 
the balance for the River Ports.
